Agency reported. 

Israel, Soviets to 
discuss Mideast peace 
conference 

TEL AVIV (R) — Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres Sunday 
said Israel and the Soviet Union 
would be in contact next month 
over the issue of Soviet participa- 
tion in a Middle East peace con- 
ference, armed forces radio re- 
ported. The radio said Peres told 
a weekly cabinet meeting that the 
contacts would focus on Israel’s 
conditions for Soviet involvement 
in a U.N.-sponsored conference 
— the renewal of diplomatic rela- 
tions severed by Moscow during 
the 1967 Middle East war and 
unlimited Jewish emigration from 
the Soveit Union. It gave no 
details on the framework for the 
contacts, but a Soviet delegation 
is due in Israel by early next 
month.

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CBJ reports on 1986 economic performance 

GNP goes up as 
inflation drops to zero 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Central Bank of 
Jordan (CBJ) Sunday released its annual 
report, giving details about its operations in 
1986 and a general review of the economic, 
monetary and financial developments in Jor- 
dan during the past year. 


The Gross Domestic Product 
(GDP) at current and real prices 
grew by 2.6 per cent in Jordan in 
Hie past year against 4.9 per cent 
in current and 1.9 in real prices in 
1985, the report said. 

It said that the Gross National 
Product (GNP) grew in J986 by 
3.7 per cent at current and real 
prices against a decline of 03 per 
cent in current and 33 per cent in 
real prices in the previous year. 

The report attributed the im- 
provement in the GNP growth 
rate to an increase in the activities 
of the industrial sector and such 
sectors as energy, water, finance 
and services, and due to an in- 
crease in money transfers by 
Jordanian expatriates, following 


a drop in remittances in 1985. 

The report said that the gov- 
ernment exerted strenuous 
efforts during 1986 for stimulat- 
ing the national economy by 
offering incentives for invest- 
ments, supporting local industries 
and national exports and by cur- 
tailing imports and trying to 
attract investments from Arab 
and foreign countries. 

Despite the positive aspects 
that resulted from such measures, 
the report said, Jordan continued 
to confront a host of negative 
elements which also affected the 
Arab region as a whole during 
1986, owing to a retreat in Arab 
economic activity in general, a 
drop in ofl prices in the first half 


of 1986 and the continued fall in 
the exchange value of the U.S. 
dollar on world markets. 

In addition, the Kingdom was 
adversely affected by a reduction 
in die volume of financial aid 
from Arab countries and a drop 
in the volume of national exports 
and also a gradual decrease in 
demand for Jordanian workers 
abroad, the report said. 

The report noted that a drop in 
world inflation rates and the 
world economic recession played 
a part in maintaining prices in 
Jordan at a stable level and 
helped to reduce the infla tion 
rate in the Kingdom from three 
per cent in 1985 to zero in 1986. 

The report referred to Jordan's 
monetary policies and said that 
the CBJ maintained its stable 
policies designed to establish 
monetary stability, to ensure the 
convertibility of the dinar and to 
direct investments towards in- 
come-generating projects.

IRNA Saturday quoted the week- 
ly organ of the Iraqi Majabedeen 
opposition group as saying that 
Hussein Kassem Hassan, Baker 
Abdul Ridba and Lebanese Elias 
Found Saab had been execute^. 

A Kuwait security court con- 
victed them and 17 others in 
March 1984 of complicity in the 


embassy and other bombings 
a gains t public establishments. 

Three of the 17, all Iraqis, were 
also sentenced in their absence to 
public hanging and are thought to 
have fled the country. 

Kuwait at the time blamed the 
Masts, on the banned Iraqi Al 
Da’wa Al Islamiya Movement, 
which advocates an Iranian-style 
government in Iraq. 


Election date set for 
late deputy’s seat 


AMMAN CLT.) — Prime Minis- 
ter Zaid Rifai announced Sunday 
that August 15 will be the date for 
holding by-elections to fill the 
vacant seat of the late Saoud Al 
Qadi. the deputy for the northern 
Bedou region. According to the 
new election law, by-elections 
will be held in the region between 
7 a.m. and 7 p.m. on that day. 

. The Lower House and Upper 
House of Parliament held two 
separate meetings of their finan- 
cial committees, the Jordan News 
Agency, Petra, reported. The 
Senate Committee, chaired by 
Speaker Ahmad Lawzi, discussed 
in its meeting an amended draft 
law controlling the operations of 
insurance companies in Jordan, a 
draft law on a loan agreement 
between the government and a 
Kuwaiti fund, and another on an 
oil concession agreement signed 
recently between the govern- 
ment's Natural Resources Au- 
thority (NRA) and Petrofina, a 
Belgian oil exploration company. 
The three laws had been passed 
last week by the House and are 


awaiting an endorsement by the 
Senate. 

The Senate committee meeting 
was attended by Parliamentary 
Affairs Minister Sami Joudeh and 
Industry and Trade Minister Ra- 
jai Muasher. Petra did not report 
whether the Senate financial 
committee bad decided to recom- 
mend the endorsement of the 
three laws. 

The House Financial Commit- 
tee meeting, chaired by Deputy 
Musa Abu Al Ragheb, discussed 
an audit bureau draft law. Petra 
did not report details of the dis- 
cussion. 

In Ramtha, the committee 
established to reconsider voters' 
list in the govemorate held a 
meeting headed by Governor 
Khalaf Mahasneh Sunday during 
which they approved the final 
voters’ list after considering all 
objections. There were 16,621 
voters on the final Bsts. The list 
will be displayed for ten days in 
municipal and rural councils in 
the govemorates. 


Senator sees no grounds 
for impeaching Reagan 


WASHINGTON (R) — The 
chairman of the Senate panel 
investigating the Iran arms scan- 
dal said Sunday he saw no 
grounds so far for impeaching 
President Reagan. 

“I don’t think it would end up 
with the impeachment of die 
prescient,” Senator Daniel In- 
ouye said on U.S. television. 

“I haven’t seen anything as far 
as Tin concerned that would be 
sufficient grou ids to impeach the 
president of the United States,” 
he said. 

Sen. Inouye made the com- 
ment when asked if he thought 
the investigation could lead to the 
impeachment of Mr. Reagan, 
who has been faced with the 
worst crisis of his presidency as a 
result of the secret arms sales to 
Iran and diversion of funds to 
Nicaraguan contra rebels. 

But be added that be believed 
Mr. Reagan knew more about the 
Iran aims operation than he has 
admitted . publicly. 

“On one of your earlier prog- 
rammes, I suggested to the chag- 
rin of many that the president 
wasn't absolutely honest when he 


said T didn’t know’ because I felt 
after reading the documents that 
be knew much more than be says 
he knows,” the senator said. 

Sen. Inouye also said marine 
Lieutenant Colonel Oliver North, 
the fired White House security 
aide who was a key figure in the 
scandal and whose testimony last 
week won him unexpectedly 
strong public sympathy, “wasn’t 
absolutely candid.” 

“I think for the most part, 
especially on die larger issues, he 
was rather candid, at times rather 
explosively candid,” Sen. Inouye 
sid. but there are a few minor 

points that must be followed up 
... that we can’t understand.” 

He declined to specify what the 
points were. 

Also appearing on the prog- 
ramme was Senator Warren Rua- 
man, Republican co-chairman of 
the panel, who said that while 
much of the testimony appeared 
to implicate the late Central In- 
telligence Agency (CIA) Director 
William Casey, he believed the 
blame would be found to be more 
widespread. 


Syria tops 
agenda 
of today’s 
EC meeting 

COPENHAGEN (R) — Relations- 
with Syria mil top the agenda 
when European Community 
foreign ministers meet in 
fora day of 


talks on foreign polity coopera- 
tion, community officials said 
Sunday. 

The EC banned high-level di- 
plomatic contacts as part of sanc- 
tions imposed on Syria in 1986 for 
its alleged role in an alleged plot 
to Mow up an Israeli airliner in 
London. 

But several West European 
governments feel the ban is 
hindering attempts to break the 
deadlock in Middle East peace 
efforts. 

Syria is seen as a key factor in 
the peace equation and as a possi- 
ble mediator in securing the re- 
lase of Western hostages held in 
Lebanon. 

The difficulties were highlight- 
ed last spring when Belgian Fore- 
ign Minister Leo Tmdemans vi- 
sited several Middle East coun- 
tries as president of the EC’s 
council of ministers but was 
forced to exclude Syria. 

Britain originally asked for the 
ban, bnt made dear at a Euro- 
pean summit in Brussels last 
month that it would not stand in 
the way of community partners 
who wished to resume contacts. 

But British officials said Lon- 
don would not renew its own 
diplomatic relations with 
Damascus. 

East-West relations will also 
feature in Monday’s talks be- 
tween foe foreign ministers. They 
can expect a report from West 
German Foreign Minister Hans- 
Dietrich Genscher on his recent 
visit to Moscow with President 
Richard Von Weizsaecker. 

On the Gulf war, and the grow- 
ing threat it presents to world 
shipping in the region, Britain 
ana France will report to foe EC 
foreign ministers on a recent Un- 
ited Nations Security Council re- 
solution calling for a ceasefire 
between Iraq and Iran. 

Bnt officials said there was 
unlikely to be a European initia- 
tive over foe Gulf, as EC govern- 
ments were happy to let the 
United Nations take the lead.

Regent, Klibi discuss inter- Arab 
ties, developments in Middle East 


AMMAN (Petra) — His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan, 
the Regent, Sunday conferred 
with Arab League Secretary 
General Chadli Klibi who arrived 
in Amman Saturday for discus- 
sions in inter-Arab relations and 
developments in the Middle East.

Petra said Prince Hassan dis- 
cussed with Mr. Klibi coordina- 
tion between foe Arab League 
and Jordan in cultural and scien- 
tific fields. 

Mr. Klibi earlier met with 
Prime Minister Zaid Rifai in the 
presence of Foreign Minister 
Taber Al Masri and reviewed 
with him developments on foe 
Arab scene. 

They discussed in particular the 
work of foe seven-member Arab 
committee which has been en- 
trusted with holding contacts with 
various governments in a bid to 
end the Gulf conflict. _ 


Mr. Klibi paid tribute to His 
Majesty King Hussein’s efforts to 
bring an end to the Gulf war and 
in seeking Arab solidarity. He 
also praised the King’s efforts in - 
seeking an international Middle 
East peace conference. 

Mr. Masri and Mr. Klibi, who 
met earlier Sunday, stressed the 
importance of joint Arab action 
and called for support for special- 
ised Arab agencies that can con- 
tribute to serving Arab interests. 

According to Petra. Mr. Masri 
and Mr. Klibi also discussed cur- 
rent efforts on the Arab and 
international levels to bring an 
end to the Gulf conflict. 

Mr. Masri, who is one of the 
seven members in foe Arab com- 
mittee, briefed foe Arab League 
secretary general on the commit- 
tee's recent talks with British 
leaders in London on means of 
ending the Gulf conflict. 

Later Sunday, Mr. Klibi left for 
Kuwait. He is also expected to 
visit Saudi Arabia where he will 
hold talks on holding an Arab 
summit conference. 

Mr. Klibi arrived in Kuwait on 
Sunday night to confer with 
Kuwaiti leaders on ways to end 
the Iran-Iraq war, Reuter news 


agency reported. 

The Kuwait News Agency 
(KUNA) quoted him as saying he 
would discuss “efforts under way 
and efforts that may be taken in 
foe future to speed an end to foe 
war and reach an honourable 
peace guaranteeing the legitimate 
rights of the Iraqi and Iranian 
people.” 

He said foe 21-member league 
stood by Kuwait “in the delicate 
circumstances which the Gulf re- 
gion is passing through." 

Kuwait has been assailed by 
Iran for supporting Iraq in the 
conflict and shipping associated 
with the northern Gnlf emirate 
has been singled out for Iranian 
attack in recent months. 

Arab foreign ministers passed a 
resolution on the war last year 
condemning the occupation of 
Arab land, a reference to Iranian 
occupation of parts of Iraq. 

But effective action has been 
hampered by divisions between 
Arab states. 

The Iranian News Agency 
IRNA said Sunday Syria's Fore- 
ign Minister Farouq Al-Shara 
reiterated his country’s support 
for Iran during a visit to Tehran 
Sunday. 


PSD seizes JD 250,000 worth 
of drugs in 4 smuggling operations 


AMMAN (Petra) — A quarter 
tonne of hashish and an unspeci- 
fied amount of heroin with a 
street value estimated at JD 
250,000, from four different 
smuggling operations, have been 
seized by the Public Security De- 
partment (PSD). Most of those 
involved in the trafficking opera- 
tions were arrested. 

The bead of PSD’s Anti-narco- 
tics Division, Colnel Hashem Al 
Qaisi, said Sunday that 26 of 32 
persons believed to be involved in 
foe drug trafficking operations 
have been apprehended. He said 
that those involved are of Jorda- 
nian, Lebanese, Syrian and Egyp- 
tian nationalities. 

“Early this year, we learnt ab- 
out a group of drug traffickers 
smuggling drugs from Lebanon to 
the A rabian peninsula through 
Jordanian territory. The police 


placed foe group under strict sur- 
veillance,” Col. Qaisi said. 

He said one of foe trucks with a 
Kuwaiti number plate was im- 
pounded. A subsequent search 
showed that 206 kilogrammes of 
hashish were hidden inside its 
compartments. A total of 16 per- 
sons involved in foe smuggling of 
that amount were apprehended, 
he said. 

According to Col. Qaisi, the 
group members were found to 
have taken part in previous drug 
trafficking operations and bad 
succeeded in smuggling 212 cap- 
tagon pills in addition to 65 kilog- 
rammes of hashish into Saudi 
Arabia and 115 kilogrammes of 
hashish into Qatar. 

In another case, police 
apprehended a group of drug 
traffickers who were smuggling 


heroin from Pakistan to West 
Germany and other European 
nations through Jordanian terri- 
tory. 

In a third case, police arrested 
a group smuggling heroin from 
Lebanon to Jordan. In a fourth 
case, a group of smugglers were 
caught trying to smuggle 32 kilog- 
rammes of hashish to Saudi Ara- 
bia, according to Col. Qaisi who 
did not give specific dates for foe 
arrests. 

Os May 9, Col. Qaisi 
announced that the anti-narcotics 
squatfnseized 310 kilogrammes of 
hashish and an unspecified 
amount of heroin and other drugs 
with a street value of JD 30,000. 
He said 43 persons involved in 
foe drug smuggling operation 
have been arrested inducting 24 
who were non-Jordanians. 


White South African delegation, 
ANC call for negotiated settlement 


DAKAR, Senegal (AP) — Liber- 
al white South Africans and foe 
banned African _ National Con- 
ess issued a joint communique 
uhday supporting a negotiated 
settlement of South Africa's 
problems and calling for foe re- 
lease of all political prisoners. 

The communique, released at 
foe end of the three-day meeting 
in Dakar, said foe participants 
“unanimously expressed prefer- 
ence for a negotiated solution” 
but “recognised that the attitude 
of those in power is foe principal 
obstacle to progress.” 

“It was farther accepted that 
the unconditional release of all 
political leaders in prison or de- 
tention and the unbanning of 
organisations are fondamentaL 
prerequisites for such negotiations 
to take place,” foe communique 
said. 

Frederik Van Zyl Slabbert, 


former leader of foe South Afri- 
can opposition Progressive 
Federal Party, read the joint 
communique to reporters. 

Pretoria has refused to talk 
with the ANC unless it renounces 
its support for armed struggle. 
The ANC and other anti-apar- 
theid movements within South 
Africa say there can be no nego- 
tiations without foe unbanning of 
the ANC and foe release of its 
leader. Nelson Mandela, who was 
jailed in 1964. 

Mr. Slabbert led a mostly Afri- 
kaner delegation of 51 white 
South Africans — a cross-section 
of politicians, businessmen, far- 
mers, artists and sports figures — 
to the largest meeting ever be- 
tween liberal whites and the 
radical blade guerilla movement. 

Mr. Slabbert said be hoped a 
wider cross-section of South Afri- 
cans would be involved in future 


meetings with foe ANC "to dis- 
pel the misunderstanding and 
fear and to reinforce the broad 
democratic movement.” 

“Our intention is to meet 
again. We have a much dearer 
idea of the situation. Our country 
is riddled with disinformation,” 
he said. 

Right-wiqg Afrikaner groups 
and South Africa’s government- 
controlled media have denounced 
the Dakar meetings as treasonous 
and called on President P.W. 
Botha to punish the participants. 

Mr. Slabbert said he was will- 
ing to meet with the extreme 
right-wing Afrikaner Resistance 
Movement to discuss the purpose 
and results of foe conference. 

ANC leaders said they believed 
the tiberal South Africans would 
work actively to support foe anti- 
apartheid movement. 


Rifai 
leaves 
to join 
King in 
London 

AMMAN (Petra) — Prime 
Minister Zaid Rifai Sunday left 
for a brief visit to Britain, to join 
His Majesty King Hussein in the 
talks which the King will hold 
Monday in London with British 
Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher. 

The talks will centre on the 
latest developments in the Middle 
East as well as bilateral relations. 

Mr. Rifai was seen off at the 
airport by Deputy Prime Minister 
Abdul Wahab Al Majali and a 
number of ministers. 

The King and Her Majesty 
Queen Noor arrived in Britain on 
Friday for a private visit during 
which the King patronised foe 
graduation ceremony at a British 
Royal Air Force (RAF) school at 
Valley, Wales. 

The King, who was the chief 
guest ar the graduation cere- 
mony. presented His Royal High- 
ness Prince Faisal, who was one 
of the graduates, with five trophies 
along with his wings. 

Envoy: 

U.K. ready 
to reflag 
Kuwaiti 
tankers 




KUWAIT (AP) — British 
Ambassador Peter Hinchclife 
said Sunday his country is ready to 
reflag Kuwaiti tankers if re- 
ested by foe government of 

uwait, the Al Anbaa newspaper 
reported. 

“So far, we did not receive any 
official request by the Kuwaiti 
government in this respect," Lon- 
don’s ambassador to Kuwait said 
in an interview with Al Anbaa. 

“We in Britain say that any 
Kuwaiti application to reflag 
Kuwaiti tankers will be consi- 
dered, taking into account the 
strong friendly relations binding 
Kuwait and Britain," be told the 
paper. 

“I personally feel there would 
be no problem in responding to 
Kuwait's request... it depends on 
the Kuwaiti government,” he 
said. 

Kuwait was a British protecto- 
rate until 1961, when foe Arab 
Gulf nation became a full 
sovereign state. 

The ambassador's remarks ran 
counter to earlier public state- 
ments made by Kuwaiti officials. 

Oil Minister Sheikh Ali Khalifa 
Al Sabah told Western reporters 
two weeks ago that Kuwait 
approached the five permanent 
U.N. Security Council members, 
including Britain and France, to 
reflag Kuwaiti tankers to help 
move its oil exports through the 
Gulf in face of Iranian attacks. 
Sheikh Ali said Britain did not 
turn down the Kuwaiti request. 

The United States is reflagging 
11 of the 21-unit Kuwaiti tanker 
fleet and the Soviet Union has 
leased three tankers to Kuwait. 
These tankers would be entitled 
to protection by American and 
Soviet warships that patrol foe 
Gulf waters. Britain also has a 
3-unit armilla fleet that patrols 
foe waterway. 

Mr. Hincndife disclosed that 
there were three tankers reg- 
istered in Gibraltar which carry 
Kuwaiti crude. "They are tanta- 
mount to Britain-reflagged tank- 
ers," he added, without specify- 
ing whether they were Kuwaiti 
tankers registered in Gibraltar. 

He also expressed Britain’s 
preparedness to supply Kuwait 
with all its needs to weaponry. 
"We supplied Kuwait with eight 
Hawk training aircraft a year ago 
and 150 Chieftain tanks several 
years ago,” he said. 

The Kuwait government 
moved to protect its oil shipping 
lanes after Iran focused on 
Kuwait-related vessels for ship 
attacks in retaliation for Iraqi 
raids on Iranian oil tankers. Iraq 
and Iran have been at war since 
September 1980. Tehran accuses 
Kuwait of aiding the Iraqi war 
effort. 
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Democrat leader likens Reagan’s 
Gulf plan with Beirut disaster 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — Senator Jim Sasser, 
speaking for the Democratic Party, has criticised 
President Ronald Reagan’s plan to protect Kuwaiti 
ships in the Gulf as a provocation to Iran that invited 
a disaster like the 1983 attack on U.S. Marines in 
Beirut. 


Giviag the Democratic re- 
sponse to Mr. Reagan's weekly 
radio address. Mr. Sasser — one 
of the most outspoken critics of 
the president's Gulf plan — said it 
has absurd to put U.S. flags on 11 
Kuwaiti oil tankers while leaving 
American-owned ships unpro- 
tected. 

Referring to the Iranian gun- 
boar attack this week on a U.S.- 
owned tanker flying the Liberian 
flag, he said: “That attack under- 
scores the absurdity of the admi- 
nistration's provocative approach 
in the Persian Gulf." 

“Here we bad an attack on an 
American-owned ship on the high 
seas, but that ship aid not have 
the protection of the United 
States navy.” 

The White Housee condemned 
the attack but said there were no 
plans to retaliate. 

The Reagan administration 
plans to forge ahead with its plan 


to put Kuwaiti tankers under 
U.S. protection despite a House 
of Representatives vote to delay 
the action for 90 days. 

The Senate is to vote on a 
similar plan on Tuesday, but it 
has run into strong Republican 
opposition. 

House and Senate critics of Mr. 
Reagan's plan acknowledge they 
can not stop it going into effect in 
mid- July. 

Democrats have previously 
said the operation conid result in 
a military confrontation with 
Tran. 

Mr. Sasser said the administra- 
tion appeared to have learned no 
lesson from its decision in 1983. 
opposed by himself and many 
other Democrats in Congress, to 
send a contingent of Marines to 
Beirut. 

In October 1983, 241 Amer- 
icans were killed in a suicide 
truck-bomb attack on the Marine 


barracks at the Beirut airport 

“If the administration forgets 
die lessons of Beirut, we will be 
condemned to repeat one of the 
darkest and most painful mo- 
ments in recent American his- 
tory," Mr. Sasser said. 

“Let’s be dear nobody is talk- 
ing about getting out of the Gulf. 
We've been there since 1949 and 
we intend to stay. But we are 
concerned about administration 
plans to put the American flag on 
tankers of a foreign govern- 
ment,” he said. 

Mr. Sasser said the White 
House does not have a policy in 
the Gulf but rather an 
“approach” that is “sabre-rattling 
masquerading as strategic 
thought." 

“1 call the administration's plan 
an approach because it is by no 
means a policy,” he said. 

Mr. Sasser said the administra- 
tion had “symbolism replacing 
sound planning. We have sabre 
rattling masquerading as strategic 
thought.” 

Reagan officials are staying 
quiet on the exact date and logis- 
tical details of the U.S. escort of 
11 Kuwaiti oil tankers through 
the Gulf. 

All that is known is that the 


escorts are supposed to start 
sometime in mid-July. 

Fighters and E-2 surveillance 
aircraft from the carrier Constella- 
tion flew a training exercise last 
weekend that reflect plans to 
provide air cover in the southern 
Gulf, aod navy officials have said 
they likely will escort the tankers 
in convoys. 

After the tankers load up on oil 
at the main Kuwaiti port of A1 
Ahmadi, at the northern end of 
the Gulf, they are likely to form 
convoys and be escorted south by 
about three of the eight Amer- 
ican warships there. 

Navy officials say three or four 
warships are needed to form a 
protective cordon around the 
tankers. 

Four U.S.-owned E-3A air- 
borne warning and control system 
aircraft based in Saudi Arabia are 
currently patrolling the northern 
end of the Gulf, and will be 
keeping their electronic eyes on 
the convoy and on Iranian air- 
fields, according to defence offi- 
cials. The AWACS tracked the 
Iraqi F-l Mirage that fired two 
missiles at the U.S. frigate Stark 
on May 17, killing 37 American 
sailors. But the jets were unable 
to prevent the attack. 


Kurdish 
rebels claim 
holding 
3 Filipinos 

NICOSIA (AP) — Three Filipino 
engineers have been captured by 
Iranian-backed Kurdish guerrillas 
in northeast Iraq and will be 
released when Baghdad frees two 
Kurds who have been jailed for 
two years, Iran's official news 
agency reported. 

The Islamic Republic New 
Agency (IRNA). monitored in 
Nicosia, said the Filipinos, who 
were not named, were seized by 
fighters of the “Patriotic Union of 
Kurdistan," or PUK, July 4 in the 
village of Pareh-Pareh in the 
Zour district. 

The men's families and the 
International Red Cross can get 
information on the Filipinos 
through PUK offices in Tehran, 
Damascus and European capit- 
als, IRNA quoted a PUK spokes- 
man as saying. 

The PUK and the Kurdish 
Democratic Party, or KDP, are 
fighting with Iranian forces 
against the Baghdad government 
in an escalating guerrilla cam- 
paign in Kurdistan province in 
northeast Iraq. 

Kurdish guerrillas seek a 
homeland for an estimated 20 
million Kurds in the mountainous 
region where the borders of Iran, 
Iraq, Syria and Turkey meet. 

IRNA quoted the PUK as 
saying that the two Kurds 
whose release the Kurds demand 
“have been imprisoned by the 
Iraqi regime for two years of 
vague charges of intimacy with 
Kurdish guerrillas.” 


Hizbollah official scoffs at 
concern over kidnapped Glass 


BEIRUT (R) — A senior official 
of the pro-Iranian Hizbollah 
(Party of God), denouncing inter- 
national concern for U.S. hostage 
Charles Glass, said his kidnaping 
was "a small matter,” Beirut 
newspapers reported Sunday. 

“when a small matter is com- 
mitted a gains t a despicable man 
belonging to an arrogant country 
all the world condemns and de- 
nounces the matter,” Sheikh 
Abbas Musawi told a Hizbollah 
rally at Baal beck in Lebanon’s 
eastern Bekaa Valley on 
Saturday. 

Beirut newspapers, which pub- 
lished Mr. Musawi's speech, said 
the rally was attended by mem- 
bers and officials of the Iranian 
Revolutionary Guards, hundreds 
of whom deployed in Lebanon in 
1982 after an Israeli invasion. 

^ Is the issue of the American 
Glass the only one in Lebanon 
and the area?... Why does not the 


Arab World talk about our peo- 
ple who are suffering in the 
(Israeli self-declared) security 
zone?” Mr. Musawi asked. 

Israel set up a “security zone” 
in South Lebanon after it with- 
drew the bulk of its invading 
troops in 1985. 

Mr. Musawi's comments were 
the first direct attack by a Hizbol- 
lah official on Mr. Glass, kidnap- 
ped on June 17 south of Beirut. 

Militia sources say gunmen 
linked to Hizbollah seized Mr. 
Glass, one of 29 foreigners mis- 
sing and believed kidnapped in 
Lebanon. Hizbollah has denied 
any connection with his abduc- 
tion. 

A group calling itself “The 
Organisation for the Defence of 
Free People” last week issued a 
statement and a videotape in 
which Mr. Glass read out a pre- 
pared statement saying he tos an 
American spy. 


Turkey takes census after 
imposing nationwide curfew 


ANKARA (R) — Almost all 
Turkey's 51 million people had to 
stay at home on Sunday as offi- 
cials went from door to door to 
draw up a new electoral roll. 

The curfew was ordered ahead ' 
of a referendum on Sept. 6 on 
whether to allow banned former 
leaders to resume political activ- 
ity. Newspapers said the penalty 
for breaking the order was a 
10,000-lira ($12) fine. 

Travellers were told to be at 
bus and tram stations and airport 
before the curfew started at 5 
a.m. (0200 GMT). They were 
faring a wait inside on arrival 


until 7 p.m. (1600 GMT) or until 
local officials announced that the 
poll was complete. 

Foreigners were exempted 
from this measure and told that 
special buses or taxis would take 
them to and from their destina- 
tions. 

Turks are used to such curfews, 
which are ordered before every 
election and five-yearly for a cen- 
sus. 

Special arrangements were 
made for essential services and 
Istanbul authorities said they 
would take advantage of the traf- 
fic-free day to mend roads. 


Mahdi says

KHARTOUM (AP) — Prime 
Minister Sadeq A1 Mahdi says 
that 85 per cent of the financin g 
and training of southern rebels 
comes from foreign elements. 

Speaking upon his return from 
a short Gulf tour Saturday night, 
Mr. Mahdi said that Sudan was 
modernising its army to face the 
four-year-old mutiny. 

Mr. Mahdi said that the rebel- 
lion in south Sudan “is an im- 
ported conflict. 

“Eighty-five per cent of the 
war financing, training, supplies 
and diplomatic cover are fore- 
ign,” Mr. Mahdi said. 

Sudan has repeatedly accused 
Ethiopia of aiding the rebels. The 
army’s general command had re- 
cently claimed that the rebels 
were being helped by Cuban and 
East German ground advisers. 

In Saudi Arabia. Mr. Mahdi 
met with Saudi officials who had 
just concluded meetings with 
Ethiopian Foreign Minister Ber- 
nanu Bayeh. Arab diplomatic 
sources said the talks involved 
security of the Red Sea waters. 

Mr. Mahdi said Sudan was 
modernising its armed forces “to 
face this mutiny,” but gave no 
details. He said Sudan would 
shortly lead a diplomatic initia- 
tive in the United Nations, the 
Organisation of African Unity 
and the Arab League “to expose 
the foreign and hostile aspects of 
the rebel movement.”

The Hague 
approves 
minesweeper 
deal with 
Kuwait 

THE HAGUE (R) — The 
Dutch government has autho- 
rised a Dutch shipbuilding firm to 
sell minesweepers to Kuwait 
amid parliamentary unease on 
the projected deal. 

At issue is the sale of an unspe- 
cified number of minesweepers 
by the Van der Giessen-de Noord 
shipyard to the Kuwaiti navy, for 
which the dutch firm is currently 
preparing a bid. 

“The (Dutch) government sees 
no overriding objections standing 
in the way of such a sale,” a 
government statement said 
Saturday. 

Under Dutch law, military 
hardware sales to so-called “re- 
gions of tension” are subject to 
government approval. The Gulf 
area is such a region. 


Ethiopia 
sees better 
Arab ties 

JEDDAH (AP) — Ethiopian 
Foreign Minister Berhanu Bayeh 
was quoted Sunday as saying his 
country’s “suspicions and mis- 
understanding'* with the Arab 
World have been lifted, ushering 
in a new era of political relations. 

Mr. Bayeh is in Saudi Arabia to 
foster relations between Addis 
Ababa and the kingdom which 
has so for refrained from estab- 
lishing diplomatic ties with major 
communist powers. 

In an interview with the En- 
glish-language newspaper Saudi 
Gazette, the minister said Addis 
Ababa was interested in having 
political rapprochement lead to 
cooperation with Saudi Arabia. 

Tne paper quoted him as 
saying that Ethiopia was bes- 
towed with natural resources and 
immense agricultural potential 
and Saudi Arabia could cooper- 
ate in industrial development and 
mining.

WASHINGTON 
The United States, "Egypt and 
Sudan planned a joint bid to 
entrap Libyan leader Muammar 
Qadhafi’s forces in 1983, bat 
dropped it because of news Teaks, 
the Washington Post newspaper 
reported Sunday. 

The Post, in a Cairo-dated de- 
spatch, quoted sources in Cairo 
and Washington as saying the 
idea was to lure Libya into invad- 
ing Sudanese air space so a quick 
U.S.-backed retaliatory strike 
could be unleashed from Egypt. 

The goal was to wipe out as 
much as one-third of Libya’s air 
force and deter him from any 
“destabilisation” of his weaker 
neighbours, the paper said. 

Tne plan called for Sudanese 
undercover agents, said by the 
paper to have been acting as a 
pro-Libyan revolutionary move- 
ment in Khartoum, to seek Li- 
byan military intervention to top- 
ple the pro-Western government 
of then President Jaafar Numeiri. 

“As soon as Qadhafi took the 
bait and sent halves of his bom- 
bers into Sudanese airspace, 

US^AWAC^^irv^aSe 
planes and refuelled, if necessary, 
by airborne U.S. tankers — was 
to launch a counterstrike against 
the Libyan force,” the Post said. 

It said the joint operation was 
conceived ana developed by Mr. 
Numeiri in consultation with U.S. 
intelligence services, and repre- 


sented the earliest known com- 
mitment by the Reagan adminis- 
tration to support Egypt secretly 
in a military confrontation with 
Libya. 

Die operation was aborted 
when news leaked about the 
movement of the AWACS air- 
craft to the Middle East and the 
possible redeployment of an air- 
craft carrier task force, the Post 
said. The U.S. television network 
ABC broke the news of the U.5. 
military movements. 

' Despite the news leaks in 
February 1983, the Post report 
pointed out, “the covert decep- 
tion and entrapment objectives of 
the 1983 episode have never been 
revealed. 

In 1985 and 1986, the U.S. had 
sent envoys to Cairo to discuss 

attack the^Post said, fmt 

the Egyptian leadership, especial- - 
Iy President Hosni Mubarak, had 
cooled to the idea. 

A White House spokesman re- 
fused comment; as did spokes- 
man for the Egyptian military 
command and Mr. Numeiri, the 
newspaper said, Mr. Numeiri was 
deposed in 1985 and lives in 
Cano. 

JANA calls dor boycott of U.S. 

The Libyan news agency 
JANA on Saturday called for an 
Arab boycott of the U.S. govern- 
ment and its envoys, saying that 


the mission of the U.S. ambassa- 
dor to the United Nations to seek 
an end to the Golf war was 
“dubious.” 

JANA said that it was “impor- 
tant to reveal the dubious mission 
carried out by the envoy of the 
American administration and 
CIA, Vernon W afters," the 
ambassador. 

The agency continued: “It is 
our right to ask forcefully: what is 
this scornful racist ana Zionist 
and anti-Arab is coming to do ... 
we link him, logically and object' 
tively, to the past dubious mis- 
sions entrusted to . this racist 
which is at the core of American 
hostile dealings against the Arabs 
Nation for which we do not need 
distant facts to prove." 

General Walters visited Mos- 
cow and Peking this week to seek 
approval of a United Nations 
resolution to end tlje Iran- Iraq 
war. 

JANA said, “the American 
administration’s strategy does not 
accept less than the control over 
the Arab Nation ... even those 
puppets who thought they were

Palestinian gets 17 years in jail for Rome attack 

ROME (Agencies) — A court on . foreign tourists, were injured in 
Saturday sentenced a Lebanese- the blast. 


born Palestinian to 17 years jail 
for a hand-grenade attack on 
Rome’s fashionable Cafe de Paris 
in which 39 people were injured. 

The court, winch took six and a 
half hours to reach its verdict, 
also ruled that 29-year-old 
Ahmad Ali Hossein Abu Sereya 
should be expelled from Italy 
once he had completed his sent-' 
ence. 

Abu Sereya was found guilty of 
throwing two fragmentation gre- 
nades into the crowded cafe on 
Rome’s Via Veneto avenue on 
September 16, 1985. One gre- 
nade exploded, but the other was 
detonated by 'experts.. 

Thirty-nine people, mostly 


Abu Sereya was arrested near 
the cafe immediately after the 
attack and later charged with 
attempted massacre and illegal 
possession of explosives. 

The prosecution had accused 
Abu Sereya of being a member of 
the Martyrs of Palestine, a group 
alleged to be linked to Palestinian 
guerrilla leader Abu NIdal. 

The court also fined Abu 
Sereya two million lire ($1,500) 
and ordered him to pay legal 
costs. ■ . 

Abu Sereya, who was not pre- 
sent when the decision was 
announced by the court, had 
claimed his innocence throughout 
the trial that began June 10. 


Following the defence dosing 
arguments Saturday, Abu Sereya 
said: “We are fighting Palesti- 
nians. ... we are not terrorists. 
We aren't responsible for the 
attack. I hope we are friends with 
Italians. ... we have nothing 
against the Italian people.” 

Abu Sereya bad testified dur- 
ing the trial that he had been at 
the cafe and was just leaving 
when the blast went off, sending 
bloodied customers running in all 
directions and flying under the 
small tables for cover. 

Prosecutor Giovanni Salvi had ^ 
sought a prison sentence of 23^ 
years. 

The court of assizes has prim- 
ary jurisdiction over major felo- 
nies.

AMMAN (J.T.) — The third Jordanian Expatriates’ 
Congress opens at the Palace of Culture of Al 
Hussein Youth City today under the royal pat- 
ronage. 


Nearly 650 expatriates repre- 
senting Jordanian citizens work- 
ing and living in 20 Arab and 
foreign states are expected to 
attend toe four-day congress. 

The Ministry of Labour and 
Soria) Development, which is 
sponsoring the meetings, has 
almost completed toe process of 
registering participants, and has 
put the finishing touches on 
working papers that will be sub- 
mitted to the congress, according 
to Dr. Saleh Khasawneh, under 
secretary of the ministry, who 
also beads the congress’s technic- 
al committee. 

On the eve of toe meetings. 
Minis ter of Labour and Social 
Development Khaled Al Haj 
Hassan said that toe congress is 
designed to strengthen ties be- 
tween the expatriates and toe 
Jordanian government 

The congress will allow the 
expatriates to learn more about 
the economic and soda) situation 
in Jordan and to air their views 
about living conditions abroad. 

The congress will provide with 
information about the labour 
market in Jordan and opportunity 
for investment, specially in de- 
velopment projects, toe minister 
said. 

The minister said that partici- 
pants will review recommenda- 
tions and resolutions passed by 


the second expatriates congress 
held in Amman last summer. 

According to Mr. Haj Hassan, 
his ministry has prepared working 
paper on political affairs which 
will outline the Kingdom's basic 
strategy toward Arab issues, in- 
ducting bringing an end to the 
Iran-Iraq war and finding a solu- 
tion for the Arab-lsraeii conflict 
through an international Middle 
East peace conference. The 
ministry has also prepared a 
working paper on the conditions 
of Arab inhabitants under Israeli 
rule and Jordan's role in support- 
ing their steadfastness in the face 
of Israel's inhuman practices and 
designs. The paper highlights 
Israel’s policies aimed at des- 
troying the economic infrastruc- 
ture of the Arab areas under its 
rule. Mr. Haj Hassan added. 

Another paper, he said, ex- 
pounds the economic situation in 
Jordan and the Kingdom’s econo- 
mic future, including the oppor- 
tunities for investment ana the 
status of the labour market. 

The conference aims at orient- 
ing toe participants about Jor- 
dan’s general development and 
achievements realised through 
the cooperation of various sec- 
tors. The participants will be 
taken on a tour of a number of 
industrial centres and businesses 
in the country, the minister said. 


In implementation of resolu- 
tions passed by the first two 
expatriates congresses, the gov- 
ernment is offerin'; expatriates 
more opportunities to take part in 
the country’s development, the 
mini ster said. He sai l that tre 
government has proviaed incen- 
tives for investors in the current 
1986-1990 five-year national de- 
velopment plan. It has taken me- 
asures to provide housing and 
higher education for expatriates 
and their children, implemented 

recommendations concerning 
dual nationality and social secur- 
ity services for the expatriates. 

The government has increased 
the time which children of ex- 
patriates can postpone military 
service, from one to two years, 
Mr. Haj Hassan noted. He said 
that the government has ex- 
empted expatriates from paying 
duty on their belongings if they 
return to settle in Jordan, and has 
also taken measures to sell ex- 
patriates housing units at Abu 
Nuseir bousing estate. 

The Council of Higher Educa- 
tion has decided to accept ex- 
patriate students at various uni- 
versities and the Ministry of In- 
terior has decided to offer the 
expatriates the right to take part 
in the general elections. 

According to Dr. Khasawneh, 
the third congress is expected to 
witness the creation of a holding 
company created by expatriates 
in implementation of a recom- 
mendation passed at toe 1986 
congress. 


Housing Bank’s loans total JD 625m 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Hous- 
ing Bank has granted 35,000 
loans totalling JD 625 million to 
Jordanian individuals and orga- 
nisations for housing purposes 
since its establishment 13 years 
ago, according to a bank 
spokesman. 

He said that the Housing Bank 
gave loans for the construction of 
62,000 bousing units. 

The spokesman, who was giv- 
ing details about toe bank's op- 
erations in an interview with toe 
Jordan News Agency, Petra, said 
that the Housing Bank financed 
part of the projects executed by 
the projects: executed by toe 


Urban Development Department 
by providing JD 17.3 million and 
offered JD 12 million soft loans to 
cooperative societies involved in 
housing operations for limited- 
income families. 

The Housing Bank has been 
instrumental in helping toe Hous- 
ing Corporation cany out its pro- 
jects. It has provided toe corpora- 
tion with JD 67.5 million to help 
it build a total of 115 housing 
units in the Kingdom, the spokes- 
man noted. 

In addition, be said, the Hous- 
ing Bank has acquired JD 17.5 
million worth of shares in finan- 


cial companies to contribute to 
toe development of the Kingdom. 

Apart from giving loans, the 
Housing Bank continues to offer 
services in toe form of handling 
bills for telephone, water and 
electricity charges and has been 
operating a mobile bank that 
tours remote regions to offer its 
services to inhabitants of Badia 
and rural regions of the King- 
dom. the spokesman added. 

He said that the Housing Bank 
has been in contact with Jorda- 
nian expatriates in Arab states 
with toe purpose of handling their 
savings and their investments in 
the country. 


Report: GNP goes up by 3.7% in 1986

To achieve this objective the 
CBJ last year reduced the -ceiling: 
of interest paid by local banks on 
savings deposits and credit with a 
view to encouraging direct invest- 
ments in the country, the report 
said. 

It said that the CBJ also limited 
credit facilities for importing pro- 
ducts from other countries, and at 
the same time revised deposits 
paid as insurance on importing 
primary and raw materials and 
basic food supplies. 

Referring to the work of 
money changers, the report said 
that the CBJ issued measures 
designed to control their opera- 
tions and to encourage money 
changing businesses and firms to 
increase their capital. 


As a result of these measures, 
the report noted, toe monetary 
situation improved noticeably in 
Jordan and toe rate of liquidity 
rose to 10.5 per cent as compared 
to 6.7 per cent in 1985, and 
money circulation rose 5.8 per 
cent in 1986 as compared to a 
reduction of 3.4 per cent in the 
previous year. 

The report said that general 
revenues rose from JD 834.6 mil- 
lion in 1985 to JD 850.6 million in 
1986 and public expenditure rose 
from JD 812.8 million to JD 
1002.6 million in toe same period. 

As for exports the report said 
that national exports registered 
JD 225.6 million in 1986 com- 
pared to JD 255.3 million in toe 
previous year and attributed the 
drop to the sharp decrease in toe 
exchange rate of the U.S. dollar. 


and the drop in the volume o: 
exported goods. It said that the 
imports in 1986 also registered a 
drop, totalling JD 850.2 million 
against JD 1074.4 million in 1985. 

The CBJ report said that ir 
1986 toe national balance of pay- 
ment showed a surplus of JD 35 
million as a result of a big in- 
crease in Jordan's foreign \- 
rency reserves which rose Iron 
JD 781.4 million in 1985 to JD 
821.9 million in 1986. 

The report pointed to Jordan's 
roie during 1986 in following a 
course, leading to joint Arab 
economic action. It said that 
efforts continued throughout toe 
year for enhancing economic 
cooperation with the Arab World 
in general and bolstering econo- 
mic and trade links with different 
Arab states in particular.

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A stab in the back 

AFTER seven months of clinging to the fifth amendment of the U.S. 
constitution privilege against setf-incrimination and refusing to 
disclose the inner secrets of the Iran-contra affair. Marine Lien tenant 
Oliver North finally spilled the beans and spelled out some startling 
revelations after securing limited immunity from the U.S. congres- 
sional investigative committees. What Col. North has unfolded before 
the congressional committees has confirmed what has been suggested 
by others, namely. Israel and Israeli agents were the pivotal actors in 
the whole Irangale affair. In the process, Israel disregarded and 
damaged U.S. interests, compromised its integrity and credibility 
among the Arab countries and allowed Israel to reap maximum 
benefit from everyone involved. A key figure in the arms deals, 
Man ocher Gborbanifar, turned out to be an Israeli agent wearing the 
cloak of an Iranian businessman. With Amiram Nir, the counterter- 
rorism adviser to the then prime minister of Israel, Shimon Pens, Mr. 
Gborbanifar connived and conspired to persuade the U.S. intelligence 
network and the U.S. National Security Council to sell arms to Iran; 
first, under the pretext of securing the release of U.S. hostages and the 
cultivation of relations with moderate elements in Iran, then, in a last 
ditch inducement, as a way to fund the contra rebels in Nicaragua by 
diverting money from the arms sales. 

There is no doubt in our minds that the Israeli national interests 
were always served by supplying the Ir anian war machine to fuel the 
Gulf war and create a permanent wedge between Iran and the Arab 
World. And as long as the Gulf war continues, Arab blood and 
resources will continue to be wasted. That is exactly what Israel was 
and is aiming aL That is why it enticed Col. North, and the entire U.S. 
administration, in its web and exploited their zealous lust for covert 
operations to serve Israeli interests. 

However, this does not exonerate the U.S. administration from its 
responsibility. The Reagan administration allowed itself to be dragged 
into the scheme fully aware of its potentially grave consequences to the 
Arab World. But, officials in Washington were Minded by their 
obsession of containing “the Soviet threat,** leading them to complete- 
ly disregarded the interests of Arab friends and allies. This blatant 
disregard for Arab concerns is both shocking and unacceptable. 

The whole affair has cast serious doubts on the U.S. administra- 
tion's ability and readiness to assume its potential role as a me diato r in 
the region's conflict, especially in efforts to bring about a peaceful 
settlement for the Palestinian question. For bow can we believe that 
the U.S. is serious about peace when it has been so willing to join 
bands with Israel on so many occasions, this being the latest and most 
blatant. Arab leaders, including some of Am erica's best allies, have 
repeatedly said that the U.S. administration was losing its credibility 
in the region. This warning, however, has evidently fallen on deaf ears 
in Washington. The dangerous implications of the latest revelations 
are that the U.S. has lost its credibility not only as an honest broker in 
the region but also as a trusted ally to friendly Arab states. From our 
perspective, the Iran-contra affair was, and is, a stab in the back. 

ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 

AJ Ra'i: Hoping for a miracle 

WE follow with great interest and hope a tour by Arab League 
Secretary General Chadli Klibi in Arab states and his talks with 
government leaders designed to bring about solidarity among Arab 
countries. The talks aim at ending the Gulf war and also at convening 
an Arab summit meeting that h3s been postponed for so many tunes 
and for so long. It is clear that these issues are placed at the top of a 
list of priorities for Arab countries, and therefore achieving a 
headway in their direction is necessary for the Arabs who together 
face common threats. It should be emphasised that the time factor is- 
important here, and the national responsibility makes it incumbent 
upon Arab leaders to take speedy and joint action for the sake of 
safeguarding their nation's interests. They should take the initiative 
now if they are concerned over regaining their usurped lands and 
rights, and building genuine peace in the Middle East. Klibi’s current 
mission deserves all support and backing by all Arab states; and if it 
proves successful, that will be an indicator that Arab leaderships have 
finally realised the importance of the time factor that they should 
work faster for their present and their future. No one doubts that the 
Arab countries possess vast potentials which they can use in the 
defence of their nation; but this hinges on the condition of joining 
hands and working in complete solidarity. Klibi’s mission does not 
require a miracle for achieving success, but it rather calls for genuine 
and serious efforts that can bring about joint Arab military, economic 
and political action, capable of regaining lost Arab lands. 

AJ Dustour: Lebanon’s bitter harvest 

PERHAPS one of the ugliest and most devastating consequences of 
the Lebanese civil war is the continuous aggravation of the economic 
situation in the country. The cost of living and the basic and essential 
things for life are far above the income of hundreds of thousands of 
ordinary people in Lebanon in view of the continuing down fall of the 
Lebanese pound. Lebanon is now at the merev of foreign markets 
from which it imports nearly SO per cent of its needs, and the collapse 
of the national currency makes the situation for that country looks 
like a total disaster. The ordinary citizens of Lebanon who have 
suffered for so long from the civil war are now confronting an 
economic catastrophe and facing the spiralling cost of living with real 
despair. In fact, the tragedy the Lebanese people are living through 
at the moment should serve as a common denominator for unifying 
ail factions and parties in the face of the common danger. But it is 
rather unlikely that the leaders of the various warring groups in 
Lebanon will benefit from this lesson, but will go on bringing in one 
disaster after another to their countrymen and their nation. It is only 
in the interest of those who are exploiting the Lebanese tragedy that 
the situation should continue and the Lebanese people should be left 
rotung in the dark tunnel. 

Sawt A I Shaab: Iraq’s sound strategy pays 

IRAQ'S success in liberating parts of Majnoon islands after three 
years of Iranian occupation opens up wide prospects for Iraq to 
liberate other parts of Iraqi territory that have fallen into the hands of 
the Iranian enemy. The success of the Iraqis in this endeavour proves 
the sound strategy of the Iraqi leadership and its handling of the Gulf 
conflict. Not it will not be late for the Iraqis to free the Fao island 
which is in the hands of the Iranian forces. Majnoon islands fell to the 
Iranians in March 1984. but the Iraqis chose to wait and to move id 
the right time and place to liberate these lands. This Iraqi victory is 
cause for our great joy and it is a moment for the Arabs to reflect 
upon this success and aspire for more successes and a final victory 
which would soon witness an end to the Gulf conflict that has been 
raging for nearly seven years. The Iranians rejoiced in 1984 upon 
occupying Majnoon islands, but this victory and the liberation of 
these islands is sufficient proof that the Iranian regime is slowly and 
gradually approaching the end of their adventure and paying the 
price for their intransigence and persistence in continuing a losing 
war. 


In search for peace: Israelis need consensus, Arabs alternatives

THE clear message that I have received during my recent visit to 
Jerusalem and the West Bank was that the Israeli Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres is way out on the limb in bis highly personalised 
approach to the principle of convening an international peace 
conference on the Palestinian conflict. In passionately holding the 
torch for such a conference and making negotiation with the Arab 
parties under the U.N. auspices his personal crusade within and 
without Israel. Mr. Peres’s style ana motivation have become a 
suspect in the eyes of the Israeli beholders. There are even whispers 
in the corridors of Israeli politics that political and personal frictions 
are brewing between Mr. Peres and bis closest supporters including 
Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin over his alleged manipulation of 
events and personalities ostensibly to redeem the conference idea 
when in fact, so his new foes maintain, his primary goal and 
aspiration is to cling to power. Of course, there are no sure ways to 
determine the accuracy of such charges levelled against Mr. Peres 
by even the key members of the Labour Party over which be is the 
incumbent leader. Yet recent news reports emanating from Israel 
corroborate my reading of the political scene in Israel. These 
reports speak of Mr. Peres's declining popularity in Israel and 
question his ability to bold on to the post of the leader of the 
Labour Party, much longer. His failure to force national elections 
on the issue of the Middle East peace conference is often cited as 
proof of his fading popularity. Other news reports suggest that time 
for the peace conference is fast running out and that unless Mr. 
Peres can ignite wider interest in the conference idea*mong the 
Israelis, the idea will remain in limbo until after the U.S. and Israeli 
elections in 1988. This is not to mention Mr. Peres’s problems and 
confrontations with Mr. Shamir, the Israeli prime minister and 
leader of the Likud. 

If in fact Mr. Peres is losing much of his clout within his Labour 
Party and within tbe Israeli electorate at large, the implications of 


such development on the idea of bolding a conference on the 
Palestinian conflict is too dear to ignore. There is no denying that if 
Mr. Peres’s political fortunes crash-land in Israel, so could be the 
fate of the projected conference. We cannot expect much support 
to the conference principle from the Likud whose incumbent leader 
just reiterated as recently as July 5 of this year that the “proposal 
(to convene such a conference) is non-existent as far as the Israeli 
government is concerned." How much tears -would the Israeli 
people shed should tbe conference idea become stillborn has thus 
become a legitimate concern. What then is the fate of the peace 
process and its current vehicle, i.e., the international conference 
idea. Is uppermost question on the minds of the Arab side. 

Throughout my visit days and nights across the River Jordan I 
detected and deducted that there is now a leadership crisis in Israel 
which could emerge to become the principal obstacle to the 
on-going process of peace. The consensus among knowledgeable 
observers on the other side of tbe fence is that Israel lacks now a 
leader who enjoys tbe stature and charisma to lead his people to 
peace. At the present, I was often told, there is no Israeli leader 
who can “deliver” on any of the current Israeli offers of peace with 
tbe Arab parties. Meanwhile potential leaders of the Likud like 
Industry and Trade Minister Ariel Sharon are still suggesting that 
“facts should be created" in the West Bank to deliberately counter 
and frustrate efforts by Mr. Peres to arrange an international 
Middle East peace conference and in order to “dispel any doubt" 
about tbe future of tbe (occupied) territories. The recent decision 
by Defence Minister Rabin to pump some 20 million cubic metres 
of water annually from the West Bank must be seen also in this vein 
and context. Needless to remind, Mr. Yitzbak Rabin is a key 
member of the Labour Party which professes solid support to the 
conference idea. 

Tbe upshot of all these observations is not to abandon hope and 


foresee the conference idea. Rather it is an in«iMio»B our 
policy-makers to persevere in their determination to Md the 
conference as soon as possible yet at the same to sun thinking of 
contingency plans should the international community s caj for the 
conference come to naught. Wise statesmanship requires t.^t we da 
not put “all our eggs in one basket. Careful scruany of tbe cards 
in the hands of the Arab side would re 3 dilv reveal that our people 
in the occupied territories constitute our strongest asset which cdqld 
be mobilised and played in the most effective manner m oroer to 
extricate honourable terms for peace with Israel - To do so, we need 
to embark on new, bold, and imaginative bndge-building with our 
people across the current cease-fire lines. Meaningful and bonafide 
dialogue with them on the grass roots level could serve as the 
foundation for futuristic and sound bridge- construction between 
the East and West Banks of Jordan. -After twenty years of 
separation between the Arab people of the West Bank on one hand 
and the Arab World on tbe other, there developed a tremendous 
gap between the two sides on more than one level and in more than 
one dimension. Much englightened and innovative work deeds to 
be undertoken in order to rectify the separation syndrome which 
h as engulfed our people across the Jordan River. On many 
occasi ons one hears the stereotyped comment often made in the 
West Bank to the effect that thev are in “one valley' and the Arab 
World is in “another.” Accurate' feed-back information about their 
state of mind and national mood is urgently needed in order to 
proceed on the right track in our collective endeavours to 
consolidate the links and ties with them and their lands. Archaic 
methods obviously need to be abandoned and replaced with 
sophisticated and up to date avenues to ensure proper, sound and 
truthful communications. Should we succeed in such efforts, the 
cause of peace would be greatly enhanced, whether or not the 
projected peace conference ever takes place. 


A voice of hope and moderation 


Tbe following is the fuU-text of an 
interview that His Royal High- 
ness Crown Prince Hassan 
granted to the Canadian maga- 
zine Madean’s during his visit to 
Canada in early June 


Madean’s: Although Peres and 
the Labour half of the Israeli 
coalition want a peace confer- 
ence. Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir and the Likud element 
are adamantly opposed. In view 
of that, are hopes for peace talks 
realistic? 

Prince Hassan: (The position) of 
half the Israeli cabinet and almost 
half the Knesset members on an 
international conference is a clear 
indication of a change of mood — 
a great step forward in itself. But 
getting the horse to drink is not 
uniquely an Israeli responsibility, 
□or a Jordanian responsibility. 
We need the understanding and 
support of the international com- 
munity. The importance of the 
Peres initiative is that it carries a 
rippling of deep support among 


Jewish communities in North 
America. A dialogue with the 
Soviet Union is another new fea- 
ture. The recognition by Peres 
that the conference can legitimise 
a peace process through the pre- 
sence of the five Security Council 
members is an extremely valuable 
contribution. But the difficulty is 
that resolving the Palestine ques- 
tion cannot be a sustained effort 
unless we desensitise the! Leba- 
non and the Gulf issue. The 
spoiling effect of these related 
zones of instability would be too 
difficult and too delicate to hand- 
le. I think we are fairly upbeat at 
the present time, but that cannot 
last long. 

Maclean’s: What are tbe chances 


of bringing tbe Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO) into, 
peace talks within a joint Jorda- 
nian-PaJestinian delegation? 
Prince Hassan: The (recent ses- 
sion of tbe) Palestine National 
Council in Algiers deliberately 
left tbe question of the peace 
conference open. The 1985 
accord between Jordan and tbe 


PLO, which was suspended by 
the council, is still a workable 
formula — that is to say Palesti- 
nian-Jordanian cooperation. But 
I think the chances of any of. this 
being realised lie very much with 
the collective will of all tire par- 
ties and in particular tbe Security 
Council members. 

Madean's: Does Jordan still rec- 
ognise the PLO as the sole legiti- 
mate representative of the 
Palestinian people? 

Prince Hassan: We recognise the 
1974 Arab summit resolution on 
the issue. If — and it is an iffy 
situation — the PLO ceased to 
represent (the Palestinians) with- 
in the context of Arab politics, 
then the question of Palestinian 
representation would take a new 
form. 

Madean’s: Would you then take 
non-PLO Palestinians into a joint 
delegation? 

Prince Hassan: I think it is prema- 
ture to talk of plans. We have 
always said that this is an in- 
house affair and should remain 



so. If I were to comment, it would 
give the impresaon that we have 
some son of God-given right to 
pick and choose. Tbe situation is 
so desperate that the constants 
have to remain just that. Jordan 
is interested in the separation of 
the land (from Israeli occupation) 
and interested in giving the 
Palestinian people the right of 
free choice. 

Madean’s: To reunite the PLO. 
its leader, Yasser Arafat, joined 


with the more radical factions in 
Algiers. How could he turn 
around now and recognise Israel? 
Prince Hassan: His tactical flex- 
ibility is well known. Both the left 
and the centre of the PLO are 
agreed on this formula (for an 
international conference). The 
interesting element in it is the 
intention of the PLO leadership 
to open dialogue with Jordan, 
’ Syria and Egypt. Again, the com- 
mon ground in such a dialogue 
would be the international con- 
ference, and the outer Layer of 
the onion is the role of the super- 
powers. So, if unanimity can be 
developed among the regional 
players, the PLO will have an 
adequate face-saving formula to 
make a new about-face. 
Madean’s: A recent West Bank 
poll indicates that the vast major- 
ity there supports the PLO and 
rejects Jordanian rule. How does 
that affect your position? 

Prince Hassan: We are not in the 
popularity stakes. If it were only 
three per cent. I couldn't care 
less. The main thing is to main- 


tain Arab identity in the occupied 
territory — to liberate those terri- 
tories and to give tbe Palestinians 
the right of free choice. In physic- 
al terms — as was clearly stated in 
the 19S5 accord (for joint nego- 
tiation by Jordan and the PLO) 
— a confederation is the only 
formula acceptable to Jordan 
and. in fact, to the PLO. And it 
does not defy human ingenuity to 
look at the various special-starus 
arrangements — which even you 
in Canada have — in finessing the 
final outcome. Public opinion is 
very volatile. 

Madean's: It is widely believed 
that Jordan has as much to fear as 
Israel from an independent 
Palestinian state. 

Prince Hassan: What we are con- 
cerned about is the viability of an 
independent state. Statehood is 
not a question of symbolism, it is 
a question of substance — parti- 
cularly if we are to talk aboui 
stable statehood — and that real- 
ly is our concern, as is the ques- 
tion of Palestinian refugees and 
the price of peace. 


Pakistan’s General Zia has cash-flow problems 


John Elliott, recently in Pakistan s capital of Islamabad, looks at that 
country’s fragile economy . which somehow always manages to stay 
afloat. 


TEN years after Gen. Zia U1 
Haq, president of Pakistan, 
seized power in a military coup 
his government recently suffered 
the unusual humiliation of being 
forced by public demonstrations 
and political protests to withdraw 
its annual budget and put forward 
alternative measures for tackling 
the country’s endemic public de- 
ficit problems. 

With characteristic political 
skill developed since his coup 10 
years ago. President Zia avoided 
any blame for the embarrassing 
fiasco and stayed in the back- 
ground. It was Mr. Mohammed 
Khan June jo, prime minister, 
who took the flak and withdrew 
the proposals within four days, 
rapidly producing a slightly smal- 
ler alternative for the original 175 
billion-rupee ($10.06 billion) 
budget. 

Faced with a need for higher 
government revenues and lower 
spending. Mr. Junejo is doing a 
penance. 


He and other ministers and 
officials are ostentatiously driving 
around in small cars and are 
forgoing first-class airline seats. 
There are also other economies, 
all of which however scarcely 
skim the surface of Pakistan’s 
under-funded over-spending 
which produced an overall budget 
deficit in 1986-87 of Rp45 billion, 
8 per cent of gross domestic 
product (GDP) . Perhaps signifi- 
cantly for a country which has 
been under direct or indirect milit- 
ary rule for 10 years, it was the 
imposition of a “defence tax” 
which caused the outcry. This was 
a cumulative 5 per cent surcharge 
on imports, excise duty and in- 
come tax, which would ultimately 
boost prices of some goods by 
more than 15 per cent. Retail 
prices, including bottles of soft 
drinks on a day when tempera- 
tures were above 100F, im- 
mediately soared by up to 30 per 
cent or more — and street pro- 
tests began. 


Mr. Junejo and his colleagues 
had wrongly assumed that all 
Pakistanis, with their country be- 
set on one side by Soviet troops in 
Afghanistan and on the other by 
India, would gladly pay more in 
the name of the nation’s defence, 
and even tolerate the surcharge 
raising Rpll.3 billion a year 
when defence spending was only 
budgeted to rise by Rp5 billion. 

Defence spending now totals 
Rp40-45 billion a year and takes 
up 26 per cent of the current 
expenditure budget. It amounts 
to 6.6 per cent of GDP, about the 
same as spending on develop- 
ment, and slightly more than the 
other big drain on the exchequer, 
debt-servicing, which has been 
rising sharply and takes 21 per 
cent. 

So the defence surcharge was a 
desperate attempt by bureaucrats 
to deal with the country’s serious 
problem of resource mobilisa- 
tion. Its aim was to raise substan- 
tial funds within an extremely 
□arrow tax base, which is not 
being reformed for political ex- 
pediency, and a corrupt collec- 


tion system. 

Pakistan's other major indica- 
tors are buoyant. There is sus- 
tained economic growth at 6-6.5 
per cent, although this might be hit 
by recent rains harming the cru- 
cial wheat crop. Inflation until 
the budget was only 4.5 to 5 per 
cent. 

Exports, boosted by demand 
for cotton, are rising this year by 
17 to 18 per cent and imports are 
declining at about 7 per cent. But 
this could change dramatically 
next year, possibly with export 
growth falling to 5 per cent. A 
new three-year trade policy was 
announced recently in an attempt 
to sustain the improvements. 

The Pakistan economy, heavily 
supported by U.S. aid, puzzles 
many observers, including eco- 
nomists. “Every time you look at 
it, it’s OK, but there are always 
basic things wrong and dangfers 
ahead, emphasising its fragility. 
But these things never actually 
bring it down," says one interna- 
tional observer. 

Tbe World Bank's annual re- 
view recently described the eco- 


nomy as structurally weak in the 
short term. It cited increasing 
concentration of exports in li- 
mited areas such as textiles, a 
growing foreign debt-service ratio 
at 21 per cent and fragile balance 
of payments — a current account 
defiat amounting to a record 5 

r ir cent of GNP in 1984-85 and 
1 per cent last year. 
Remittances from Pakistanis 
working overseas are causing 
concern after a decline in Middle 
East oil prices. Remittances act 
as a driving force for demand in 
the economy, as well as being a 
major contributor to the balance 
of payments, but are falling by 
10-12 per cent or more a year. 
This year, they total about $2.3 
billion, which could fall as low as 
$1.5 bilh'on. according to some 
government economists, before 
recovering. 

In the medium term, there are 
other problems. Pakistan's 
population of 99.2 million is 


growing at 3.1 per cent, faster 
even than nearby Bangladesh, 
and one of the highest rates in the 
world. Literacy is low at about 6 
per cent, with a dearth of primary 
education. 

Most serious of all is the grow- 
ing deficit, up to 8 per cent of 
GDP this year from 5 per cent in 
1981-82, and causing growing 
domestic and foreign debt prob- 
lems. 

Domestic savings, in a consum- 
er-oriented country with no cultu- 
ral tradition in saving, amount to 
only 14 per cent of GDP. The 
World Bank and International 
Monetary Fund estimate 16 to 20 
per cent is needed. Neighbouring 
India and China achieve 23 and 
-5 per cent. 

Only about 1 per cent of the 
population is in the tax net and 
tax collection has been stagnant 
at 13 per cent of GNP for 20 
years.

its habit of secrecy. . 

It seems, however, that profit 
margins on the drug are if any- 
firing lower than some others m 
the Wdkomeportfofio. Zovirax, 
for instance, weBcome’s biggest- 
sefiing product and the only drug 
available against herpes, costs 
roughly the same, as Retrovir, 
unit for unit. But Retrovir, with a 
very complex, I6~stagc manofa c- 
tunng process, is the more expen- 
sive drug to make 

Talking to Mr. Shepperd, one 
also forms the suspicion that the 
pricing of Retrovir was in praetke 
so difficult as to be almost a shot 
in the dark. 

Mr. Shepperd begins with the 
conventional arguments of the 
drpg industry: That only one 
candidate drug in 10,000 makes it 


to die marketplace; that on the 
basis of winners paying for losers 
the average drug costs $100 mil- 
lion to bring to market; that 
effective patent life for a new 
drag is eight years and falling. 

“AH these complication* are 
things you have to recover from 
the market. But actually arriving 
at a price is a delicate business. 
With Retrovir, we set a price 
which was evolved in the U.S. 
from marketing views, and then 
tried to translate that to other 
markets. Rvgfomgft rates have 
change d things since, but in prin- 
ciple we. wanted a common 
price. 

So what were these marketing 
views? What, fin’ instance, were 
file sales projections? “We’ve 
..found it very difficult to tell 
ourselves we’ve got a handle on 
sales projections for Retrovir, 

“The figures for AIDS cases 
notified to the World Health 
Organisation axe around 52,000 
and half of them are dead. That 
doesn’t include ARC (AIDS-re- 


lated complex) cases, or serqposi- 
fives. The U.S. centres for dis- 
ease control reckon about 1.5 
nriffibn scropostrives in file U.S., 
but we don’t have a product 
licence for seropos i tives or ARC 
cases. We’ve got cluneal trials 
going on to rash the drag to these 
markets as soon as possible, but 
we haven’t got there yet.” 

So if not sales projections, 
what other factors were there? 
“Risk. If the vims were to go 
away overnight, we’ve made a 
very big commitment — inducting 
commitments to purchase of raw 
materials.” 

A figure of $80 million has 
been quoted as the cost of nT 
search and development so for for 
Retrovir. “I don’t know where 
that figure came from,” said Mr. 
Shepperd. So what is the true 
figure? “I don’t have it But a 
veiy significant proportion of our 


and development in the 

past couple of years has been on 
AIDS— we bad over 100 people 
working on it at one time.” 


In addition, he says, there are 
many dtnical trials still to crane. 
“That will be a growing cost, 
though we wifl be gettmg re- 
venues by then to offset it I’ve 
just authorised taking on more 
scientists in the U.S. to hurry our 
nh'mcfll trials through.” 

Mr. Shepperd also points out 
the difficulties of pricing a drug 
for which there is no precedent in 
file marketplace. Parallels from 
the past aright indude Tagamet, 
the pioneering ulcer drug from 
Snritnkhne of the U.S., which 
came to the market 10 years ago 
and was the world’s biggest sell- 
ing chug until overtaken recently 
by a more recent competitor, 
Glare’s Zantac. 

“There's lot erf intuitive think- 
ing in this. In many cases, we 
have a market benchmark, but 
Retrovir is the exception. We are 
unable to build up a price with 
slide-rule precision, but I don't 
think anyone can in the drug 
industry. 

“It’s a novel compound and a 


ghastly novel disease, and who 
knows what’s going to crane at us 
in the way of competition?' 
Though please God it ernes, from 
the point of view of society.” 

The question over-charging for 
the drag is in any case largely an 
American one, since in almost all 
other countries in the world drag 
prices are directly controlled by 
government. 

But even in America, there was 
a limiting factor. “If we were to 
charge what appeared to be an 
enormously high price, there 
would in my opinion be a wave of 
public revulsion which would im- 
pinge on us in all sorts of ways.” 

In the end, he reverts to a plea 
for understanding. “Try not to 
fall into the trap I see everywhere 
— all the world asking questions 
based on long-term experience in 
the pharmaceutical industry, 
aimed at an unbelievably short 
track record on this drug and this 
disease” — Financial lines fear 
tore. 


Near-misses heighten 
fears of aviation disaster

WASHINGTON — Two near- 
coHiskms of passenger jets over 
the Atlantic Ocean within 24 
boms last week have heightened 
fears of an aviation iftmster dur- 
ing the peak summer travel 
season. 

But federal air safety regula- 
tors say the near-misses, though 
worrisome, do not mean that toe 
skies over the United States are 
unsafe. 

“Near midair collision reports 
are a serious matter, sure, but 
they are being made into an index 
of safety that they never were in 
the past,” said an official of the 
Federal Aviation Ad mini stration 
(FAA), which operates the U.S. 
air traffic control system. 

“A much better indicator is the. 
accident rate, which has been on 
the decline over the past 10 
years,” said the official, who 
asked anonymity. 

A Delta Airlines 
Lockheed jet drifted 100 km 
course en route to CSnchmati 
from London on July 8 and nearly 
collided with a Continental 
Boeing jumbo jet heading to 
Newark, N.J., from London. 

The Delta flight came dose 
enough — 50 metres — for pas- 
sengers aboard flu - Continental 
aircraft to read its marking s- Two 
other commercial airliners were 
in the area at die time, and a 
Continental spokesman has said 
that the other. pilots urged its 
pilot not to report the incident. 

“There were several requests 
and each time, our crew ada- 
mantly refused,” said die spokes- 
man, Bruce Hicks. 

Hicks said he was not certain 
who raised the possibility of a 
cover-up but the Washington 
Post reported it was first sug- 
gested by the Delta crew. 

“Our guys said, ‘of course 
we're going to report it. There’s 
no question of that,*" Hides said. 

On July 9, a Pan American 
World Airways Airbus A-310 and 
a Viasa Venezuelan DC-10 jet 
flying in opposite directions came 
withm a quarter mile of each 
other at the same altitude about 
1,400 kms south of New York

The Delta-Continental near- 
miss is also befog probed by the 
Canadian Aviation Safety Board 
since it took -place in air-space 
under the jurisdiction of air traf- 
fic controllers in Gander, New- 
foundland. 

Also troubling to air travellers 
was la st week’s finding by the 
NTSB that a 1986 mid-air colli- 
sion between an Aeromexicp 
DC-9 and a small private airplane 
was due primarily to inadequacies 
in the U.S. air traffic control 
system. 

That accident, which occurred 
over Cerritos, California, as the 
DC-9 approached the Los 
Angeles airport Mr a landing, 
killed 82 people, ^including & 
passengers ana crew aboard the 
DC-9, three people in the private 
a ir cr aft and 15 on the ground. . 

The accident occurred becanse 
the private plane wandered into 
the restricted airspace around the 
Los Angeles air terminal, the 
safety board said. The board con- 
cluded that the small plane was 
never serai by the DC-9 pilot 
before the crash.

But the FAA responded that a 
ceiling was unnecessary. It said it 
would, deal with overcrowding in 
the sloes on a case-by-case basis 
as it occurred. 

FAA officials point out that 
most near midair collisiODS do not 
pose an immediate hazard to 
rather plane and typically involve 
nrihtaiy and small private aircraft 
rather than commercial aidfoen. 

“They create a vivid image in 
the public’s mind, but they com- 
monly involve safe distances with 
no danger,” rate official said. 

According to FAA statistics, 
494 near mia-air coOission reports 
bad been filed with the agency as 
of June 30. 

About 20 per cent of these 
involved a “critical” hazard 
while 55 per cent involved a 
“potential” hazard and the re- 
maining 25 per cent involved “no 
hazar d” the FAA said. 


Water: Where it is, where it’s headed 


AS' the International Drinking 
Water Supply and Sani tation De- 
cade draws to its dose in 1990, it 
is becomfog obvious that its ambi- 
tious gofo ra providing water and 
sanitation to every person on. the 
globe wiD not be reached. Pre- 
sently, somewhat incomplete sta- 
tistics from WHO indicate that 75 
per cent of mban areas and 40 per 
cent of rural areas have been' 
provided with safe drinking wa- 
ter; and that 50 per cent of mban 
areas and 15 per cent of rural 
areas have been provided with 
adequate sanitation. 

Yet this shortfall has come as 
no surprise to those -heavily in- 
volved in file business of water 
management. 

“A Swedish fanner took his 
son into file field and pointed up 
at the sky,” Marti n Beyer, the 
chief of UNICEF’s Water and 
Environmental Sanitation Team," 
says, beginning an anecdote from 
his homeland to explain the real 
point of the Water Decade. “Aim 
for foe stars, my boy. You might 
reach the roof of the cowshed.” 

It is sage advice, transmitted by 
a man woo has spen t the last 17 
years with UNICEF, spedafismg 
m bringing the brand oi life closer 
to the doorstep of the poor. It has

“We were the ones who drag- 
ged everyone else away from just

achievement that the Internation- 
al Water Resources Association, 
much to the surprise of the world, 
gave its first Crystal Drop Award 
to UNICEF in 1986. 

Although the Water Decade 
will not reach its inspiring goal, it 
has served to ratify global think- 
ing on the subject of water and 
sanitation. 

“We have learned how to bring 
water and sanitation to the great 
rural masses and the poor urban 
areas,” Mr. Beyer explains. The 
rest of die job can rally be accom- 
plished through the exertion of- 
pobtical will and the raising of 
awareness and adequate funds.

In Bahr- 
AI Ghazal, an area that receives 
very little rainfall, women reran 
six hours of their work day alone 
in collecting water. With th e in- 
stallation of a UNICEF sup- 
ported water supply system, the 
women there were able to have 
two hours a day of their own to 
rest. 

“But it’s not only thework 
saved that is imp o rtan t,” Mr. 
Beyer says. “It’s energy expend* 
tore, too. Half of their caloric 
intake was spent on fetching wa- 
ter. So you see, malnutrition is 
connected with water, too.

London’s Fleet Street 
changing hands

LONDON — Fleet Street has 
been associated with printing and 
publishing ever since Wynkyn de 
Worde opened aprinting office 
there around 1500, but now its 
colourful days as the home of 
Britain's national press are num- 
bered. 

Newspapers are shedding jobs, 
cutting costs and moving out to 
new high- technology plants in 
London’s East End raid other 
sites. Banks and other institutions 
from the city, the capital’s fast- 
expanding fnmnriai district im- 
mediately to the east, are moving 
fo, sending Fleet Street real 
estate values soaring. 

The latest to leave are journal- 
ists at the Daily Telegraph, who 
on July II, moved from their 
Fleet Street ne ws roo m to offices 
in the paper’s new plant fo the 
Docklands redevelopment area 8 
kilometres to the east. Other 
Daily Telegraph departments will 
follow later. 

The Times of London, its 
weekly stabtemate The Sunday 
Tunes, and the daily tabloid The 
Sun and die weekly News of The 
World, all owned by publisher 
Rupert Murdoch, set up in the 
east end Docklands area in Janu- 
ary 1986. 

The Telegraph journalists put 
the paper together for the last time 
in the Fleet Street building on 
Jnly 10, then marked their depar- 
ture with a cake and ale at the 
King and Keys tavern, a favourite 
Fleet Street watering hole next 
door. 

The Daily Telegraph, which 
has a daily circulation of 1.15 
million, was founded in 1855. It 

on its cmreiu site since 1*860, but 
the imposing Daily Telegraph 
bufldig on foe site, which has 
been bought by an American 
investment bank, Goldman 
Sachs, dates from 1930. 

KshOT*f TteD^^^n^ 

Star and The Sunday Express, 
announced July 2 that it plans to 
leave Fleet Street, and move to a 
new plant on the south side of the 
River Thames in about two years’ 
time. 

Lord Stevens, the chairman of 
United Newspapers, said the 
move would entail the loss of 
2,500 jobs. The group fired 2,000 
staff last year. The Express’s cele- 
brated back glass and chrome 
building fo Fleet Street is to be 
sold with a reported mice tag of 
£75 million ($120 million). 

Of the papers with plants in the 


immediate Fleet Street area, only 
Robert Maxwell’s Mirror group 
in Holbom — publishers of The 
Daily Mirror, The Sunday Minor 
and The Sunday People — has 
not announced plans to move. 

After years in the doldrums 
because of high costs, strikes and 
refusal by me once powerful 
Fleet Street print production un- 
ions to accept modem, cost-cut- 
ting computerised printing 
methods because of job-loss 
fears, national newspapers are 
mostly prospering again. 

The result is a fierce circulation 
war amongst 13 national mom- 
fog dailies and 10 national week- 
lies on sale each Sunday, white 
Londoners * have a choice of 
three evening papers. 

Murdoch broke the Fleet 
Street log-jam last year when hs 
moved his four daily and Sunday 
titles to Wapping in East London. 
He fired 5,300 print production, 
workers when they went on strike 
against the move and used electri- 
to produce his papers. - 

Named after the River Fleet, 
which now runs below ground. 
Fleet Street was a mian thorough- 
fare of medieval London. 

The first newspaper produced 
there was the now long defunct 
Daily ; Courant, . which first 
-appeared on March 11, 1702. 
Before the arrival of the news- 
papers, Fleet Street had long 
been a showplace for freaks, 
giants, fire-eaters and wild 
animals. 

Diarist Samuel Pepys was boro, 
in Salisbury Court just off Fleet 
Street in 1633. Samuel Johnson, 
the 18th century dictionary-mak- 
er, lived and worked in the area 
and regularly dined at the Mitre 
tavern. 

A plaque to British reporter 
and mystery writer Edgar Wal- 
lace, who (tied in 1932, records: 
“To Fleet Street he gave his 
heart." 

Another Fleet Street plaque, to 
journalist T.P. O’Connor who 
died in 1929, recalls: “His pen 
could lay bare the bones of a 
book or the soul of a statesman in 
a few vivid lines.” 

The Sunday Times headlined a 
report last month on the takeover 
by big business: “Fleet Street 
paved with gold. Financial con- 
glomerates are paying enormous 
sums for the premises vacated by 
newspapers.” 

In. the most profitable news- 
paper deal so Ear, the Pearson 
Group, owners of the Financial 
Times, last month sold the pap- 
er’s Bracken House headquarters 
in Camion Street just to the east 
of Fleet Street for £143 million

NICE, France (R) — Said Aouita 
and Steve Cram, heroes of an 
epic worid record duel here two 
years ago. return to the French 
Riviera on Monday though they 
will stay out of each other’s way 
on the track. 

The two middle-distance rivals 
are among 10 world record-hol- 
ders competing in the Nice Grand 
Prix meeting, a total reduced bv 
the withdrawal of injured pole 
vault world champion Sergei 
Bubka of the Soviet Union.

Friday's London Grand Prix, re- 
sumes competition in the 800 
metres, while Moroccan Aouita 
opts for the mile, in which the 
Briton holds the world record. 

Cram pipped the fast-finishing 
Aouita by 0.04 seconds to take 
the world 1,500 metres mark be- 
low 3 Vi minutes in an enthralling 
race at this “Nikaia" meeting two 
years ago. Aouita, however, is 
the current holder. 

Aouita, Olympic champion 
over 5,000 metres, races against 
Spain’s Jose -Luis Gonzalez, who 
beat Cram in the European Cup 
and won Friday’s 1 ,500 metres in 
London in the absence of the 
Briton. 

But the organisers said Olym- 
pic 800 metres champion Joaquim 
Cruz of Brazil bad pulled out and 
returned to the U.S. because of a 
bronchial and larynx problem, 
while ex-Olympic champion 
Steve Ovett was also not compet- 
ing. though he was in Nice to 
commentate for British Televi- 
sion.

Nurburgring: diamond jubilee of a famous racetrack 


ADENAU, (DaD) — German 
motor racing ace and three-time 
Le Mans winner Klaus Ludwig 
from Bonn still sees the “good 
old Nurburgring" as “the finest 
racetrack in the world” — and 
the circuit that makes . “the 
heaviest demands on the driver.” 
Even three-time Formula 1 world 
champion Niki Lauda of Austria, 
who suffered serious beans in an 
crash on the Nurburgring 1 1 years 
ago, is enthusiastic, 
signed course, he says, 
hiteiy safe and way 
anything else in the worl 
and many other drivers, 
mention millions of rai 
feel the Nurburgring, 
variety of races are being held 
this summer to mark the circuit's 
diamond jubilee, is the finest in 
the world. 

A special sense of romanticism 
that is hard to express in words 
makes racing fans* eyes shine and 
their hearts miss a beat when the 
famous racetrack south of Bonn 
mentioned. Yet the Nurbur- 
gring was built for reasons that 
were anything but romantic. In 
the early years of tire 20th century ■ 
the Eifel hill country was rated 
the “poor house of Prussia.” In 
the 1920s the region’s economic 
outlook was particularly bleak. 
Motor racing, which boomed af- 
ter the Fust World War, might, it 
was felt, provide a badly-needed 


boost. The project was backed by 
Mayor Andenauer of Cologne, 
later Federal Chancellor. About 
3,000 men and women spent two 
years building the serpentine, 
28.3-kilometre circuit. 

The fans first thrilled ou 19 
June 1927 as Rudolf Caracciola, a 
young hotelier's son from Re- 
magen on the Rhine, won the 
inaugural grand prix. It was seen 
by a crowd of 84,000 people. 
Caracciola went on to become 
one of the legendary drivers who 
made motor racing history on the 
Nurburgring. They have included 
Bernd Rosemeyer, Hermann 
Lang, Stirling Moss, Wolfgang 


Graf Berghe von Trips. John 
Surtees, Graham Hill and Niki 
Lauda. 

Yet in the 1970s it looked like 
'curtains for the Nurburgring. 
Modern automotive technology 
had made increasingly breathtak- 
ing speeds possible — speeds that 
seemed to have passed the attrac- 
tive but complicated and danger- 
ous Eifel circuit by. Drivers, cer- 
tainly Formula 1 drivers, felt the 
Nurburgring was no longer safe. 
The grand prix circus moved to 
the less dangerous (but less in- 
teresting) Hockenbeim track 
further south on the Rhine.

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Oman bans 
foreigners 
from work 
in some fields 

MUSCAT (AP) — The Sultanate 
of Oman has banned foreigners 
from working as shepherds, haw- 
kers or pubic relations officers, 
the Times of Oman has reported. 

The ban was part of a drive to 
ease dependence on expatriates 
and make way for Omani labour 
to replace them, the newspaper 
said. 

Oman, like many Gulf coun- 
tries, has depended heavily on 
foreign labour to push through 
ambitious development plans 
fuelled by the oil riches of the 
past decade. 

Also among the 11 occupations 
banned for foreigners were 
fishermen and fish sellers, sailors, 
Arabic and English typists and 
watchmen, the Tunes said. 

It also listed workers operating 
small-scale mechanical equip- 
ment, light vehicle drivers, tech- 
nical trade assistants and unskil- 
led workers. 

The paper said more than 

50,000 foreigners left Oman last 
year. 

It quoted the director-general 
of labour, Mr. Ahmad Ibn Ali A1 
Rajab, as saying: “There axe no 
unemployed people in the sultan- 
ate. Job opportunities are avail- 
able for every Omani capable of 
working.” 

There are no official census 
figures in Oman, but the year- 
book Middle East and North 
Africa 1987 lists the population as 
1.2 milli on in 1985, with a very 
large margin for error. Of that 
number, about 55 per cent were 
believed to be foreigners, it said. 


Shell, Egypt 
sign accord 

CAIRO (R) — A Royal Dutch/ 
Shell Group subsidiary has con- 
cluded an agreement with Egypt 
to pump gas and oil under more 
attractive terms than allowed pre- 
viously, a Shell spokesman has 
said. 

The subsidiary, Shell Winning, 
will produce oil at two conces- 
sions in the Western Desert, 
Shell’s deputygeneral manager in 
Egypt, Mr. Tarek Heggy, told 
Reuters. 

The agreement, negotiated 
with the state-owned Egyptian 
General Petroleum Corporation, 
Is the first to be. signed with a;, 
foreign- firm" using, a new gas. 
chaise. -.’ T . : v- 

Under the clause, firms explor- | 
mg for oil may sell gas they find ; 
to tiie government at a market- 
related price rather than simply, 
recouping exploration and pro- 
duction costs. 

The previous gas law did not 
allow the sale of gas and was 
unpopular with foreign firms, 
winch were reluctant to help the 
government’s drive to exploit gas 
fields without the chance of a 
return on investment. 

Non-OPEC Egypt hopes to in- 
crease the use ofgas as an energy 
source domestically so it can re- 
lease more crude oil for export. It 
currently produces around 

900,000 barrels per day of crude, 
of which roughly one-third is ex- 
ported.

Bahrain opposes ‘mad’ 
increase in oil prices 


BAHRAIN (R) — A B ahraini 
minister was quoted Saturday as 
saying he opposed any “mad” 
increase in world oil prices. 

“I believe $18 per barrel is an 
acceptable price that gives oil the 
ability to compete and gives room 
to Gulf Cooperation Council 
countries to market their oil,” 
Development and Industry 
Minister Yousef Shirawi told the 
weekly newspaper AI Adwa. 

“I do not think it is in the 
interest of Gulf countries, as ex- 
porters, to raise the prices to mad 
figures," he said. 

Four members of the six-nation 
Gulf Cooperation Council — 
Kuwait, Qatar, Sandi Arabia and 
the United Arab Emirates — are 
members of OPEC while the 
other two, Bahrain and Oman, 
follow OPEC policies. 

OP EC (the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries) 
decided last December to return 


to fixed oil prices of around $18 
per barrel. 

Many prices on the free, or 
«>ot, market have moved above 
that level and some OPEC mem- 
bers say there is enough market 
strength to raise official prices 
next year. 

Countries with huge reserves 
such as Kuwait and Sandi Arabia 
say they favour stable prices in 
order to maintain oil demand. 

Mr. Shirawi also said B ahrain , 
which operates a 250,000 barrel 
per day refinery, was considering 
setting np a new refinery in the 
next century. 

“We intend to build a new 
refinery in the next century, 
which needs very large capital 
and long-term loans,” he said, 
adding that it would also require 
a secure crude oil supply. 

Bahrain produces only 43,000 
barrels of oil a day. 


Church of England decides 
to retain S. Africa finance 


YORK, England (AP) — Leaders of the Church of 
England declined on Saturday to get rid of all their 
Investments in South Africa, despite pleas by some 
church members that the holdings were morally 
wrong. 


China to support OPEC 


BEUING (AP) — China has 
agreed to support efforts by the 
Organisation of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries (OPEC) to 
shore up oil prices by limiting its 
own production, Venezuelan Oil 
Minister Arturo Hernandez Gri- 
santi has said. 

Mr. Grisanti said the Chinese 
commitments was made by Vice 
Premier Li Peng. Speaking at a 
news conference, the minister 
said he did not ask the Chinese try 
how much they would limit then- 
oil exports. 

’They will watch closely the 
volume of the market, and they 
are not going to affect negatively 
the volume of prices,” he said. 

“I believe that what is impor- 
tant is the political declaration of 
China,” to support the OPEC 
efforts, he said, adding that be 
was “very satisfied” with the 
Chinese response. 

Since a regular OPEC confer- 
ence two weeks ago in Venice, 
Italy, at which agreements were 
readied adjusting the planned oil 
production of OPEC countries, 
the price of ofl has gone up by $1 
a barrel, he said. “We have seen 
an important recovery of prices.” 

At the meeting, the OPEC 
countries dedded to alter a pro- 
duction and price agreement 
reached in December 1986 under 
which the price of oil was fixed at 
518 a barrel and the volume of 
production at 15.8 million barrels 
r day during .the first half of the 


year. 

In the third quarter, the pro- 
duction rate was raised to 16.6 
million bands per day and in the 
fourth, to 183 million barrels per 
day. 

At the Venice meeting, it was 
decided to change the agreement 
so that the volume of production 
would be 16.6 million Darrels per 
day for the fourth quarter, Mr. 
Grisanti said. 

Asked about next year’s ex- 
pected production levels, he said 
it would probably be above the 
average ceiling for 1987. 

A five-member committee was 
appointed at the meeting to moni- 
tor the behaviour of thus market 
and determine whether there will 
be any special conference in the 
event of changes, he said. 

He said there was no deter- 
mination what level of prices will 
require a special conference. 

China, which has close ties to 
some of the OPEC countries, 
gave a similar commitment in 
1986. 

At' that time, OPEC officials 
said the commitment was unlikely 
to have a major impact on the 
international market because 
China uses most of its ofl domes- 
tically, but said the support was 
important symbolically. 

Mr. Grisanti said the two coun- 
tries also signed documents on 
technical cooperation in ofl pro- 
duction.,. . 


Court awards prestigious gem 
firm to Saudi-U.S. company 


PARIS (AP) — A Paris commer- 
cial court awarded the prestigious 
but bankrupt jewellery firm 
Chaumet to the American-Saudi 
holding company Invest Corp., a 
shareholder in Tiffany and Co. 

Bids for Chaumet by French 
jeweller Alexandre Reza and 
the fashion house Hermes were 
turned down by Judge Jacques 
Bon. 

The awarding of Chaumet to 
the London-based Invest Corp. 
ends the Chaumet family dynas- 
ty, which for more than two 
centuries purveyed fine jewels to 
king?, queens, emperors and the 


untitled wealthy. 

Chaumet, on the prestigious 
place Vendome and with' bran- 
ches in Geneva, Brussels, Lon- 
don and New York, declared 
bankruptcy June 11. Brothers 
Jacques and Pierre Chaumet 
were jailed June 13 on charges of 
bankruptcy, breach of trust and 
fraud. 

Invest Corp.'s winning offer for 
Chaumet was nearly 100 million 
francs (about 516.6 million) plus 
a percentage on future sales not 
to exceed 40 million francs (about 
$6.6 million). 


The 570-member general synod 
of bishops, clergy and laity of the 
Anglican Church accepted on a 
show of hands the annual finan- 
cial report without amendment.

Soviets import 
less food 

MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet 
Union paid the equivalent at 516 
trillion for food imports in 1986, 
27 per cent less than its 1985 food 
import bill, an official newspaper 
reported last week. 

Sekkaya Zhizn, quoting fore- 
ign trade ministry figures, said a 
comparatively good grain harvest 
helped cut imports. 

The Soviet Union’s grain 
purchases in world markets have 
in the past moved prices dramati- 
cally. 

The figures showed that Soviet 
food imports last year totalled 
10.7 billion roubles (516 billion), 
or 17.1 per cent of all Soviet 
imports. 

But meat imports rose nine per 
cent, while purchases of products 
grown in tropical zones were also 
Higher and the country remained 
unable to produce enough fodder 
for livestock. 

The paper said Moscow paid 
two billion roubles (S3 billion) for 
imported grain in 1986, compared 
with 4.8 billion roubles ($7.2 bil- 
lion) the previous year.

TOKYO (AP) — Japan posted 
an unadjusted trade surplus of 
56.608 billion in June, down from 
57.358 billion a year earlier but 
up slightly from 56.409 billion in 
May, the finance ministry has 
said. 

The ministry said in an 
announcement the surplus in 
June dwindled for the second 
consecutive month. 

Exports in June were measured 
with the dollar at 142.67 yen, 
compared with 169.07 yen a year 
earlier and 139.98 yen in May. 
Imports were gauged with the 
dollar standing at 142.58 yen, in 
contrast with 169.29 yen a year 
earlier and 139.91 yen in the 
previous month, said the 
announcement. 

Adjusted exports edged up 1.3 
per cent to S1S.661 billion from 
518.418 billion in May, while 
imports rose 9.7 per cent to 
$13,149 billion from 511.983 bil- 
lion. 


Exports to the United States 
went down from a year earlier, 
showing a 12.8 per cent decline to 
$6,793 billion. Imports from the 
United States also declined, in 
contrast with the growth in over- 
all imports, falling 16.6 per cent 
to 52.779 billion and left Japan 
with a trade surplus of 54.014 
billion in June. 

The ministry attributed the 
sluggish exports in part to a stall 
in motor vehicle shipments. Over- 
all motor vehicle exports to die 
United States tumbled 17.8 per 
cent from die year-earlier level to 
$1,999 billion. Car exports alone 
showed a 14.7 per cent drop, 
totalling 51.660 billion. 

With the June trade figures, 
Japan's exports in the first six 
months of this year totalled 
$108.40 billion, up 9.9 per cent 
from the same period last year. 
Imports amounted to $68.27 bil- 
lion, up 6.0 per cent, resulting in 
a trade surplus of S40.13 billion.

A more serious showdown is 
possible in the crucial mining 
industry, where 200,000 workers 
are voting to deride whether to 
come out. 

Both disputes centre on wages 
and work conditions. 

Officials of the newly-formed 
National Union of Metalworkers 
of South .Africa (NUMSA) told 
reporters that about 95 per cent 
of some 80,000 workers, almost 
ah of them black, had supported 
a strike in a ballot whose final 
results are expected Monday. 

A decision on what action to 
rake would follow shortly. If a 
strike is called, about 400 com- 
panies will be affected in tbe 
metal and allied industries, in- 
cluding car manufacturers. 

NUMSA, which was formed 
earlier this year through the mer- 
ger of seven unions, says it is the 
second biggest union in South 
.Africa. But not all of its claimed 
membership of 130,000 are in- 
volved in the dispute. 

A walkout by the metal work- 
ers would pale in importance 
compared to a strike in the coal 
and gold mines, which provide 
more than half of South Africa's 
export earnings. 

The 200.000 miners taking part 
in the strike ballot work in 27 
gold mines and IS collieries and 
make up nearly half the total 


number of miners in South 
Africa. 

The results of the ballot are 
due this week. Union officials say 
privately that large numbers have 
voted in favour of strike action. 

In previous years scattered 
strikes in the mining industry 
have been accompanied by con- 
siderable violence. 

South African trade unions, 
which were legalised less than a 
decade ago. have increasingly 
flexed their muscles in recent 
years in actions sometimes result- 
ing in violent confrontations with 
the authorities. 

Earlier this year a prolonged 
strike by about IS, 000 transport 
workers touched off clashes in 
which police shot dead sly work- 
ers. At least four workers who 
refused to join the strike were 
murdered. 

Scores of commuter trains in 
and around Johannesburg were 
targets of arson attacks, and 
police raided a union headquar- 
ters in the city. 

18 hurt in police shooting 

Meanwhile police fired shot- 
guns at a group of stone-throwing 
black youths, injuring 18 of them, 
in continuing anti-apartheid pro- 
tests. 

The clash occurred in 


Mohlalteng township west of 
Johannesburg, police added in 
their daily summary of politically- 
motivated violence. 

In Tembisa township near 
Johannesburg, the charred body 
of an unidentified black man was 
found, the report said. 

More than 2,500 people have 
been killed in the past three years 
of unrest in South Africa. The 
level of violence has been re- 
duced after the government im- 
posed a nationwide state of 
emergency 13 months ago, giving 
security authorities sweeping 
powers. 

In another development, two 
men shot dead in a taxi in Swazi- 
land were senior members of tbe 
African National Congress 
(ANC), the South African Press 
Association (SAPA) said 
Saturday. 

Quoting “a usually well-in- 
formed source'* in Swaziland, the 
independent news agency identi- 
fied them as Paul Dikeledi and 
Charles Mapunda. 

They were gunned down 
Thursday along with a woman by 
three white men whose car forced 
their taxi off the road as they 
were travelling from the airport 
of Mbabane, the Swazi capital. 

Police in the mountainous 
landlocked Kingdom mounted a 
search for the attackers but re- 
ported no arrests. 

SAPA said Mr. Dikeledi and 
the woman, Augusto Tsinini, had 
gone to the airport to pick up Mr. 
Mapunda, who was arriving on a 
flight from Maputo. 


Church people 
begin protest 
sit-in in Seoul 

SEOUL (AP) — Hundreds of 
Anglican church members, shout- 
ing "Down with the military dic- 
tatorship,” began a sit-down de- 
monstration Sunday, protesting 
what they called a police violation 
of their cathedral's sanctuary. 

The crowd, estimated at 500, 
marched out of their church after 
a two-hour rally and began their 
protest on a sidewall: leading to 
one of the capital's main boule- 
vards. 

"Punish the police who 
violated our sanctuary.” the pro- 
testers shouted as they faced off 
against several hundred riot 
police. 

It was the first ami -government 
street demonstration in Seoul 
since last Thursday, when up to 
one million people filled the 
capital's main streets in a massive 
tribute to a dissident student w'ho 
died after being bit by a tear-gas 
canister during a protest last 
month. 

The rally and march Sunday 
were called to protest a police 
chase into the Seoul Anglican 
Cathedral on Friday to arrest 300 
people taking refugee there. 

Police firing tear-gas assaulted 
the bishop's residence inside the 
cathedral and arrested 26 people, 
church officials said. 

The police assault prompted 22 
church clergymen to began an 
indefinite hunger strike Saturday, 
demanding that the government 
officially apologise for the inci- 
dent. 

About a dozen more priests in 
the countryside were to join in 
the hunger strike late Sunday, the 
church officials said. 


VIENNA ( API — President Kurt 
Waldheim has said in an inter- 
view published be has no reason 
to resign, and called a clear con- 
science the "best protection” 
a gains t allegations that he hid a 
Nazi past. 

‘T did not expect the con- 
troversy surrounding me to con- 
tinue,” Dr. Waldheim told the 
Austrian daily Kurier. The inter- 
view was published in an early 
edition of the Sunday paper. 

Accusations surfaced during 
last year's presidential campaign 
that he was involved in Nazi 
atrocities while serving in the 
German armv in the Balkans in 
World War S. 

The controversy surrounding 


Dr. Waldheim’s past did not let 
up after his election last June, as 
many Austrians expected. 

The former U.N. secretary- 
general said be was disappointed 
that the controversy continued 
despite his sincere efforts to clar- 
ify elements of his past he is 
accused of having lied about. 

Dr- Waldheim said the know- 
ledge that the accusations against 
him were lies helps him cope. 

“A clear conscierice is the best 
protection against such attacks,” 
Dr. Waldheim said. ■ 

.Asked what would have to 
happen to make him resign Dr. 
Waldheim was quoted as saying, 
“there is no reason for that.” 


PANAMA CITY (R) — Govern- 
ment troops kept close watch on 
the streets Saturday as a tense 
calm followed two days of pro- 
tests calling for the ouster of 
Panama's military chief General 
Manuel Antonio Noriega. 

Spot checks were carried out 
along several of Panama’s main 
thoroughfares after Friday’s vio- 
lent clashes, the worst between 
riot police and demonstrators in a 
month. 

At one intersection, a senior 
military officer told reporters that 
troops were locking for “subver- 
sives,” a word which in recent 
weeks has become synonymous 
with opposition leaders and anti- 
government protesters. 

Lieutenant Colons! Theodore 
Alexander, a close Noriega aide, 
spoke from his jeep in the heart 
of Panama's international bank- 
ing centre where he surveyed 
troops in combat gear as they 
halted passing motorists to check 
driver's licences and search cars. 


Opposition leaders have urged 
continued street protests and cal- 
led for all Panamanians to join 
the caravans of horn-honking cars 
that take to the streets three 
times a day. 

Coi. Alexander said about 300 
people were detained Friday 
when police moved in to crush a 
non-violent protest and that most 
had been released after question- 
ing. Military officials had said tbe 
number was about 100. 

A.t least 10 people, including an 
American reporter and locai tele- 
vision cameraman, were injured 
in the clashes. 

.Among those detained were 
seven Americans, whose status 
U.S. embassy officials were seek- 
ing to determine. 

The street campaign began last 
month after Gen. Noriega’s for- 
mer second-in-command. Col- 
onel Roberto Diaz Herrera, ac- 
cused him of corruption, electoral 
fraud and murder. 


Afghan rebels abandon idea to 
hold elections among refugees 


ISLAMABAD (R) — Afghan 
rctel leaders have shelved plans 
to hold elections among refugees 
and the guerrillas fighting the 
Soviet-backed government, 
according to rebel spokesmen. 

A representative of the Hezb-I- 
Islumi (KhaJis) party said late last 
week the issue had caused differ- 
snees among the fractious seven- 
party alliance, with five voting to 
cancel the exercise and two 
opposing the decision. 

Other sue rrilla spokesmen said 
no final decision had been taken, 
though the proposal had been put 
on one side for the moment 
“We are not very much in 
favour at this but it has not been 
completely rejected.” a spokes- 
man for Jamiat-I-Islami said. 

The alliance announced in May 
that it would organise male-only 


elections among the estimated 
five million Afghan refugees in 
Iran and Pakistan and the 
thousands of guerrillas fighting 
within Afghanistan. 

They would choose a 322-mem- 
ber council which would select 
the head of an “interim govern- 
ment" for after the withdrawal of 
Soviet troops from Afghanistan. 
It was also to decide on the form 
of Islamic society to be estab- 
lished in future. * 

Disagreements surfaced later 
on several counts, according to 
the Hezb-I-Islarai spokesman. 
They include whether women 
should be allowed to vote, 
whether the principle of elections 
was Islamic, and whether it was 
really possible to hold them in 
rebel-controlled areas of Afgha- 
nistan. 


Third general strike in two

DHAKA (R) — A general strike 
paralysed Bangladesh on Sunday 
for the third time in two months, 
forcing government ministers and 
members of parliament to sleep 
overnight in the assembly to 
attend a debate. 

Banks, shops and business 
houses across the country were 
shut and roads were empty of 
goods trucks and buses. Hun- 
dreds of government employees 
had to trudge through the streets 
to reach rheir offices, witnesses 
Said. 

"We did not organise even one 
picket line anywhere in the coun- 
in. and yet everything is at stand- 
still today." trade union leader 
Sr.ifuddin Manik told reporters. 

i he 23-hour strike from 6 a.m. 
Sunday to 5 a.m. Monday was 
ca’led by trade unions to protest 
a government plan to 
transfer some state industries to 
private ownership. 

EA: the protest turned into a 


campaign to oust President Hos- 
sain Mohammad Ershad from 
power after major opposition 
parties announced their support 
for the actioQ. 

“People do not like him 
(Ershad) and yet he is there as 
the so-called leader of the people. 
What an irony." opposition par- 
liamentary member Sbeikh Hasi- 
na told a rally outside the 
assembly.

Before you can solve a problem, 
you must be aware that it exists.

You would like to lead a second 
trump, but you can't afford that. If 
you do. the defender who wins the 
third heart might be able to draw 
dummy's remaining trump and so 
stop you ruffing a heart. There- 
fore. you must tackle hearts next. 
How do you go about it? 

If you cash the king-ace of hearts 
and give up a heart, as the cards he 
West will win. cash a diamond and 
then lead a fourth heart to promote 
his partner's trump to the setting 
triek — down one. 

Correct is to duck a heart. Now 
you are in control As long as 
hearts are 3-3, or if the player with 
three trumps also has four hearts, 
you are safe. Win any return, cash 
the ace of trumps and the king-ace 
of hearts. As the cards He. you can 
ruff your fourth heart as West fol- 
lows suit. Note that this line also 
works If East has three trumps and 
two, three or four hearts. 


Parallel probe 
looks into links 
between contra 
aid and drugs 

WASHINGTON (API — A 
second congressional committee 
is quietly tracing the govern- 
ment's network of secret support 
for the Nicaraguan contras, 
focusing on allegations that U.S. 
officials may have condoned drug 
smuggling, "gunrunning and other 
crimes to raise money for the 
rebels. 

The low-profiJe, year-long in- 
vestigation by the crime subcom- 
mittee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives was made public last 
week, as the panel voted follow- 
ing a debate to subpoena three 
federal prosecutors in Miami. 

The committee wants to ques- 
tion the three federal prosecutors 
about allegations that the nation’s 
top law enforcement official. 
Attorney General Edwin Meese. 
ordered a halt to tbe investigation 
of a gunrunning ring. 

Mr. Meese has denied pub- 
lished reports that he intervened 
in the case so as not to endanger 
an upcoming congressional vote 
on contra aid last spring. 

But that is only “a small por- 
tion" of the potentially explosive 
territory the committee is explor- 
ing. Mr. Hughes said. 

Mr. Hughes said the subcom- 
mittee is looking into the follow- 
ing allegations it has come across 
in extensive interviews and re- 
search: 

— A convicted drug smuggler's 
story that he was offered a deal 
by prosecutors in return for fun- 
nelling some of his ill-gotten gains 
to the Nicaraguan rebels. 

— Evidence that a marijuana- 
laden C-130 cargo plane was per- 
mitted to land at Homestead air 
force base in southern Florida, 
with profits from that trip re- 
portedly earmarked for the con- 
tras. 

— Allegations that the Drug 
Enforcement Agency (DEA) 
looked the other way on drug 
dealing by and for die contras. 
The White House has said that 
some individual contras may have 
engaged in drug trafficking but 
that there was no evidence the 
rebel leadership supported by the 
United States was involved. 

— Charges that U.S. officials, 
diplomats and friendly foreign 
governments allowed crimes to 
be committed in the contras' be- 
half. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan was so ada- 
mant on helping the contras in 
Nicaragua despite congressional 
opposition that he told a top aide 
he wanted to “take action un- 
ilaterally to provide assistance." 
an internal memo reveals. 

Hie memorandum written by 
then-National Security Adviser 
John Poindexter refers to May 1, 
1986, meeting with Mr. Reagan 
in which the president discussed 
the upcoming congressional vote 
on contra aid. 

At the time Congress was in 
the second year of a ban on U.S. 
military assistance to the rebels 
and was considering the adminis- 
tration's request to resume the 
aid. 

The memo, released Friday 
evening by the congressional 
Iran-contra’comroittees, also said 
Mr. Reagan was reading a book 
on '.rrorism and “was taken with 
the examples of presidential ac- 
tions in the past without congres- 
sional approval." 

The memo, written on the 
White House computer-message 
system, was sent to a handful of 
National Security Council (NSC) 
staff, including Lieutenant Col- 
onel Oliver North, and reveals 
Mr. Reagan '5 frustration over 
congressional opposition to his 
Centra! American policy. 


r memo says 


“Yesterday in a meeting that I 
had with the president," Vice- 
Admiral Poindexter wrote in the 
May 2 message, “he started the 
conversation with ‘I am really 
serious. If we can’t move the 
contra package before June 9, I 
want to figure out a way to take 
action unilaterally to ’ provide 
assistance'.” 

Adm. Poindexter stated in the 
memo that "the president is 
ready to confront congress on the 
constitutional question of who 
controls foreign policy. We need 
to get (State Department attor- 
ney) Abe Sofaer and other stal- 
wart lawyers thinking in these 
terms to see if there is some vray 
wc could do this, if all else fails." 

He also wrote that Mr. Reagan 
had mentioned that he was think- 
ing about the U.S. action in 
Honduras in 1986 which involved 
providing S2CI million in emergen- 
cy military aid under a provision 
of the Foreign Assistance Act 
that permits a president to send 
such aid to a nation that requests 
it. 

But Adm. Poindexter wrote 
that he told Mr. Reagan he did 
not think that situation could 
apply in the case of the contras 
because they were a rebel move- 
ment. not a government. 

The month before Adm. 
Poindexter wrote that memo. 


Col. North had drafted the so- 
called “diversion memo” in 
which he discussed the plans to 
use £12 million in profits from the 
clandestine U.S. arms sales to 
Iran to h?ip the contras. Col. 
North has told the congressional 
committees that be wrote five 
such memos, intended for Adm. 
Poindexter to forward for Mr. 
Reagan's review but Col. North 
said he did not know if Mr. 
Reagan ever saw them. 

Coi. North testified be shred- 
ded all but the April document 
that investigators found. 

In June 1986, Congress passed 
legislation to resume contra aid, 
voting S100 million in military 
and non-iethal assistance. But 
that time, a private supply net- 
work, organised by Col. North, 
had for many months been 
arming the rebels with beip from 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) and funding from the Iran 
arms sales profits, participants 
and documents have shown. 

The extent of Mr. Reagan's 
knowledge about that operation 
is unclear, although Coi. North 
told congressional investigators 
that he assumed he was working 
with Mr. Reagan’s full authorisa- 
tion and that the prepared 
memorandum explaining his 
plans for the president’s review. 


U.S. film asud television directors call strike 


LOS ANGELES (R) — U.S. fiim 
and television directors have on 
Saturday called a strike against 
two top Hollywood studios. War- 
ner Brothers and Columbia Pic- 
tures. and the NBC Television 
network, to start early Tuesday 
morning. 

The strike, which could even- 
tually spread to other studios and 
networks, crippling production 
and forcing a rash of television 
reruns, was announced on Satur- 
day by the president of the S, 420- 
strong Directors Guild of Amer- 
ica. Gilbert Cates. 

The announcement came after 
the Guild's national board had 
rejected what Mr. Cates called 
the final offer by the Alliance of 
Motion Picture and Television 
Producers for a new three-year 
labour contract. No details of the 
offer were revealed. 

“Technically, we are at war," 
Mr. Cates declared. 

The Guild, which has a S2 
million strike fund, has already 
prepared thousands of “on 


strike" pickets signs for the 
strike, set for 6 a.m. local rime. 

NBC already has a strike on its 
hands, by 2,000 members of the 
National" Association of Broad- 
cast Employees and Technicians 
(NABET). ' 

Warner Brothers’ most suc- 
cessful film last year was “The 
Colour Purple," directed by 
Sreven Spielberg- Other films it 
has distributed recently include 
"The Mission ,” nominated for 
an Oscar for best picture, and the 
jazz film “Round Midnight," 
starring saxapbone player Dexter 
Gordon. Columbia was taken 
over bv the Coca-Cola companv 
in 1982. 

Guild officials said one of the 
first effects of the strike could be 
seen on Tuesday night when NBC 
wiii televise the annual all-star 
baseball game without camera- 
men and sound technicians be- 
longing to NABET and without 
Guild directors. 

The Guild also covers produc- 


tion assistants and stage mana- 
gers. 

The producers’ latest offer was 
made to the directors shortly be- 
fore midnight Friday night during 
a 16-bour negotiating session, the 
second in two days. 

Film studios have been rushing 
ahead with production to try to 
beat the expected strike and 
claim to have a series of films, 
including the latest Burt 
Reynolds picture, “Switching 
Channels." and "Bright Lights. 
Big City” with Michael J. Fox, 
ready to run. 

Tbe National Broadcasting 
Company has a number of televi- 
sion series episodes ready to run 
next season. But some of the top 
series, including “Cheers," “St. 
Elsewhere," "Family Ties" do 
not have a single episode ready to 
run. 

The daytime soap operas, 
which are in continuous produc- 
tion. could be among the first 
victims.

HONOLULU (API — Deposed 
Philippine President Ferdinand 
Marcos, seeking to explain secret 
tape recordings of a pianned inva- 
sion of his homeland, says he 
would never initiate such a milit- 
ary action without tbe consent of 
the United States. 

On the tapes, released in the 
United States last week, Marcos 
is heard to say he wanted to buy 
anti-tank weapons, anti-aircraft 
missiles, mortars, recoilless rifles, 
infantry arms and enough 
ammunition for a three-month 
campaign. Marcos also said on 
the tapes that Philippine Presi- 
dent Corazon Aquino would be 
kidnapped, but not harmed. 

"The discussion on the tapes 
concerning arms and military ac- 
tion was premised on tbe predic- 
tion of the loss of the Philippines 
to a communist takeover or to a 
communist coalition ... and that 
the only hope of restoring free- 
dom and democracy there would 
be a U.S.-approved invasion, 
which I would lead,” Marcos said 
in a statement released Saturday 
night. 

“I have always maintained that 
my place is in the Philippines and 
that I want to return to my 
country." Marcos said. “And I 
have repeatedly stated that I will 
only do that with the approval of 
the United States government.” 

U.S. attorney Richard Hirs- 
chfeid and U.S. businessman 
Robert Chastain released the 
rapes to the Philippine govern- 
ment and the U.S. House of 
Representatives Foreign Affairs 
Subcommittee on Asian and Paci- 
fic Affairs. 

Hirsdifeld and Chastain told 
the subcommittee last week that 
the tapes were recorded at Mar- 
cos' house of Honolulu, while 
they posed as middle-men in an 
arms deal. 

The two men also told the 
subcommittee Marcos planned to 
purchase a 10,000-man army at 
$500 a head. 

“With respect to the tapes, my 
lawyers and I have no assurance 
as to their authenticity or com- 
pleteness," Marcos said in his 
statement. "No definitive state- 
ment can be made until such time 
as the tapes have been authenti- 
cated and their completeness 
established." 

Marcos said it appeared Hirs- 
cbfeld's actions were pan of a 
scheme to get money from the 
Philippine government, and to 
receive favours from the U.S. 
government for legal problems he 
faces. 

Hirschfeld was charged with 
criminal contempt last year for 
allegedly violating a U.S. govern- 
ment order to stop selling stock in 
a sports management company. 

The U.S. State Department 
has used the tapes and informa- 
tion gathered from Hirschfeld 
and Chastain to bar Marcos from 
leaving Oahu, tbe island where 
Honolulu is located. 

“Mr. Marcos presents a real 
threat of leaving Hawaii and re- 
turning to the Philippines to 
orchestrate disorder and violence 
in that country," a U.S. official 
said Thursday. “We are ensuring 
he cannot do that." 

Marcos said it was “bitterly 
ironic, incredibly painful and tra- 
gic" that he should be “publicly 
maligned, humiliated and 
threatened with dire consequ- 
ences, including arrest," after 
serving the interests of the United 
States and “democracy'’ in the 
Philippines for 20 years. 

Marcos fled the Philippines on 
Feb. 26. 1986, when Aquino’s 
government came to power. 

Marcos's lawyer Rafael Recto 
said Saturday Marcos had been 
“framed '. He said the tapes had 
been doctored to discredit the 
former ruler by making it look as 
if Marcos was" planning a coup. 
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WASHINGTON (AP) — For- 
mer presidential adviser Michael 
K. Deaver faces trial Monday on 
charges that he tied to Congress 
and a federal grand Jury about 
whether he used his high govern- 
ment connections to build a mul- 
timjliion-doilar lobbying busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Deaver, one of President 
Ronald Reagan’s closest friends 
for more than two decades, was 
indicted March IS on five counts 
of perjury. The charges came less 
than two years after he left the 
White House as deputy chief of 
staff to start his own "firm. The 
firm quickly landed fat contracts 
with big corporations and several 
foreign governments. 

The indictment was returned 
during an investigation by inde- 
pendent counsel Whitney North 


Seymour, into whether Mr. 
Denver's activities violated con- 
fiict-of-interest laws. 

The indictment charges that 
Mr. Deaver twice lied while tes- 
tifying before a House of Repre- 
sentatives energy subcommittee 
and perjured himself three times 
while testifying before the grand 
juiy about the extent of his lob- 
bying on behalf of Canada, 
Puerto Rico, South Korea and 
TWA airlines. 

Mr. Deaver. who originally 
asked that a special prosecutor be 
named, has since asked the appel- 
late courts to throw out the case 
on grounds that the law authoris- 
ing Mr. Seymour's appointment 
is unconstitutional. 

On July 1, Chief Justice Wil- 
liam H. Rehnquist refused to 
delay Mr, Deaver’s trial while the 



constitutional challenge is 
pending. 

"There will be time enough for 
(Mr. Deaver) to present his con- 
stitutional claim to the appellate 
courts if and when he is con- 
victed,” Mr. Rehnquist said. 

Trial is expected to last four or 
five weeks. If convicted on all 
charges. Mr. Deaver could be 
sentenced to up to 25 years in 
prison and fined up to $34,000. 

Mr. Deaver is the first person 
ever indicted under the Ethics in 
Government Act. The law was 
passed in the wake of the Water- 
gate scandal of the 1970s, when 
numerous aides to then-President 
Richard Nixon were jailed for 
organising a break-in at the 
opposition Democrats' campaign 
headquarters and crying to cover 
it up. 


But Mr. Seymour, in papers 
filed Thursday, said “the proof at 
trial will .show that all the sur- 
rounding facts suggested Deaver 
engaged in numerous potential 
violations" of the conflict-of-in- 
terest laws. 

Mr. Deaver lied, said Mr. 
Seymour, to protect his ability to 
make "millions of dollars of in- 
come for relatively little work." 

Mr. Deaver "knew that truth- 
ful testimony would end all 
chances for the sale of his busi- 
ness ... for millions of dollars, 
most of which would have gone to 
him personally — and would 
directly jeopardise his lucrative 
client contracts which generated 
mwmerangmg from $100,000 to 
5475,000 per year," Mr. Sevmour 
sa:d. 
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11 AIDS carriers 
identified in Bahrain 


BAHRAIN (R) — Eleven peo- 
ple, all Bahrainis, have been iden- 
tified as AIDS carriers since the 
virus was first detected in the 
countrv in February. Health 
Minister Jawwad Salem Al 
Arayveu said in an interview pub- 
lished Sunday. "Wc have to live 
with AIDS — it is a bitter fact of 
life. But there is no need to 
panic.” he told the Gulf Daily 
« news. Aravyed said there were 
' “no AIDS patients, only car- 
riers.” They included three drug 
addicts. Screening for AIDS is 
now enforced on al! drug addicts 
and blood donors in Bahrain. 
Arayveu said a media campaign 
to combat the spread of the dis- 
ease was expected to start within 
two months and lectures would 
also be given at schools. “I think 
our society should know about 
the dangers of the disease," he 
said. “Sut it should not be ex- 
aggerated — just be careful and 
aware.”

Remains of World 
War n deserter 
reburied in U.S. 


DETROIT ( AP) — The remains 
of private Eddie Slovik were laid 
to rest Saturday next to those of 
his wife, ending a 42-year effort 
to bring home the body of the 
executed soldier. About 45 peo- 
ple, including family, neighbours 
and strangers, attended the brief 
Roman Catholic burial rite at a 
Detroit cemetery. Two of Slo- 
vak's three sisters clutched red 
roses and American flags as they 
gathered around the steel-gray 
casket. “I’m glad it’s finally 
over." said Slovik ’s 70-year-old 
sister, Margaret Sobolewski. “It’s 
always been on my mind." Slovik 
was 24 during World War II when 
he became the only U.S. soldier 
executed for desertion since the 
civil war. He was shot by a firing 
squad on Jan, 31, 1945. The 
remains, exhumed Wednesday, 
were buried beside the grave of 
his wife, Antoinette, according to 
her last request. She died in 1979 
after years of unsuccessful efforts 
to obtain a presidential pardon 
for him. Slovik had been buried 
in France among the graves of 94 
other U.S. soldiers, hanged for 
charges including rape and mur- 
der. Slovik was declared a deser- 
ter a day after he reported as a 
replacement in an infantry com- 
pany during fighting in Europe. 
He was absent without leave for 
43 days, returned to his unit and 
deserted again, the army said. A 
Pentagon review said in 1977 
there was no convincing evidence 
he was “unable to control his 
actions” and declared his execu- 
tion justified. 

Barbie asked to pay 
62 francs and court 
costs 


LYON (AP) — a Lyon court has 
ordered Klaus Barbie to pay one 
franc each to 62 civil parties at his 
trial for crimes against h umani ty 
as well as court costs, estimated 
« more than $150,000. Barbie, 
73. who was Lyon Gestapo chief 
during World War n. was sent- 
enced to life in prison last week 
for the deportation and death of 
feto* resistance members. 
Only 62 of the 149 civil parties at 
the two-month trial chose to ask 
for the symbolic franc in damages 
traditionally awarded in France 
to victims. Neither Barbie nor 
defence lawyer Jacques Verges 
attended the one-hour civil hear- 
ing led by Judge Andre Cerdmi, 
who presided over Barbie’s trial, 
which ended early July 4. 
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
